General  Remarks. 

In  the  last  month  of  the  fiscal  year,  viz.,  January,  1916, 
a  number  of  changes  were  made  in  the  organization  of 
the  department.  The  Sewer  and  Water  Division  was 
consolidated  with  the  Highway  Division  and  placed  in 
charge  of  the  Division  Engineer  of  the  latter.  The 
positions  of  Supervisor  of  Sanitary  and  Supervisor  of 
Street  Cleaning  and  Oiling  were  consolidated,  and  the 
High  Pressure  Fire  Service  was  placed  in  the  direct 
charge  of  a  mechanical  engineer  who  is  accountable  to  the 
Commissioner.  The  above  changes,  together  with  a  few 
more  of  minor  importance,  were  made  in  the  interest  of 
efficiency  and  economy. 

The  work  of  installing  a  high-pressure  fire  service  in 
the  city  has  been  hampered  by  the  failure  of  the  United 
States  Government  to  approve  the  site  selected  for  a 
pumping  station,  but  it  is  hoped  that  by  the  end  of 
another  year  the  station  will  be  completed. 

The  appropriation  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Paving 
Service  was  not  sufficiently  large  to  permit  of  any 
extensive  repair  or  reconstruction  work  being  done,  and 
as  a  result  the  streets  are  in  many  places  in  a  deplorable 
condition. 

The  activities  of  the  various  divisions  are  briefly 
summarized  below. 


Bridge  and  Ferry  Division. 

A  large  amount  of  work  has  been  done  by  contract 
during  the  past  year  in  rebuilding  and  repairing  the 
fender  guards  and  fender  piers  at  Broadway  Bridge,  in 
order  to  protect  the  new  and  larger  draw  span  and  allow 
for  the  widening  of  the  channel.  A  new  drawtenders' 
house  has  also  been  built. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  the  widening 
of  Spring  Street  Bridge  and  the  approaches  thereto,  over 
Charles  river.  This  work  is  being  carried  forward  under 
the  direction  of  this  division,  acting  under  the  orders  of 
the  Commission  authorized  by  chapter  235  of  the  Acts 
of  1915. 
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The  reconstruction  of  Winthrop  Bridge,  under  chapter 
412  of  the  Acts  of  1913,  which  was  largely  done  in  1914, 
was  completed  during  the  past  year. 

Foundations  for  Gove  Street  Footbridge,  East  Boston, 
have  been  built  and  a  contract  has  been  made  for  the 
steel  superstructure  to  be  erected  during  the  coming 
year. 

Considerable  painting  has  been  done  on_  various 
bridges  during  the  past  year,  both  by  the  division  force  ■ 
and  by  contract.  Cambridge  Bridge,  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Commissioners  for  Boston  and  Cambridge 
Bridges,  is  being  painted  under  contract  and  the  work 
will  be  completed  during  the  coming  spring. 

Included  with  other  repair  work  was  the  repairing 
of  fender  pier  and  fender  guard  at  Dover  Street  Bridge 
and  rebuilding  the  sidewalks  of  Summer  Street  Bridge 
over  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad. 

The  engineering  force  has  done  considerable  work  in 
conference  with  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company's 
engineers  in  the  preparation  of  plans  and  specifications 
for  the  reconstruction  of  Maiden  Bridge,  the  construction 
cost  of  which  is  to  be  borne  entirely  by  the  railway 
company. 

On  account  of  the  small  appropriation  allowed  for 
the  ferries,  the  minimum  amount  of  repairs  was  done 
consistent  with  keeping  the  boats  in  service. 


Highway  Division. 

The  activities  of  the  Paving  Service  have  been  similar 
to  that  of  previous  years;  that  is,  the  repairs  to  streets 
and  sidewalks  and  the  resurfacing  of  macadam  roadways, 
there  being  used  for  this  part  of  the  work  about  60,000 
tons  of  crushed  stone  and  750,000  gallons  of  bituminous 
binders. 

In  the  city  proper  district,  Tremont  street,  from 
Scollay  square  to  Boylston  street,  and  Boylston  street, 
between  Tremont  street  and  Boylston  place,  were  paved 
with  wood  blocks,  replacing  the  old  asphalt  surface. 

One  hundred  and  three  contracts  were  awarded  for 
constructing  new  streets  laid  out  by  the  Board  of 
Street  Commissioners,  twenty-five  of  which  were  for 
asphalt  pavement,  thirteen  for  bitulithic  pavement 
and  fifty-nine  for  macadam.  Forty-nine  contracts  were 
made  for  general  work,  forty-three  of  which  were  for 
building  artificial  stone  sidewalks. 
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The  work  of  the  Sanitary  Service  has  been  con- 
tinued along  the  same  lines  as  in  former  years  and  the 
equipment  and  live  stock  kept  in  good  condition. 

In  the  Street  Cleaning  and  Oiling  Service  the  equip- 
ment is  up  to  date,  the  live  stock  being  renewed  by 
the  addition  of  new  horses. 

One  million  one  hundred  thousand  gallons  of  oil  were 
used  for  dust  suppression  during  the  year. 

The  important  item  of  interest  in  the  Street  Lighting 
Service  was  the  installation  of  the  boulevard  type  of 
lamps  on  Broadway,  South  Boston,  from  Dorchester 
avenue  to  Dorchester  street,  there  being  sixty-nine  of 
these  lamps  installed. 

The  automatic  electric  sewage  pumping  station  at 
the  corner  of  Union  Park  and  Albanj^  streets  was  put 
into  commission  on  July  1,  1915,  and  has  abated  the 
floodings  in  that  portion  of  the  South  End  area  tribu- 
tary to  the  station.  For  many  years  this  territory  has 
been  flooded  during  storms.  The  equipment  in  the 
station  consists  of  one  26-inch  centrifugal  pump  with 
a  capacity  of  15,000  gallons  per  minute  against^a  static 
head  of  13^  feet  and  three  36-inch  centrifugal  pumps, 
each  having  a  capacity  of  30,000  gallons  per  minute 
against  the  same  static  head.  The  pumps  are  driven 
by  one  75-brake  horse-power,  constant  speed,  induction 
motor  having  a  full  load  speed  of  about  233  revolu- 
tions per  minute  when  supplied  with  3-phase,  60-cycle, 
alternating  current,  at  440  volts  at  the  motor  terminals, 
and  three  150-brake  horse-power  motors  having  a  full 
load  speed  of  about  194  revolutions  per  minute. 

The  Cobden  street  surface  drain,  Roxbury,  has  been 
extended  to  the  corner  of  Walnut  avenue  and  Hol- 
worthy  street,  this  being  a  portion  of  the  work  designed 
to  relieve  the  territory  between  Walnut  and  Humboldt 
avenues. 

In  the  Dorchester  district,  Davenport  brook  has 
been  completed  from  a  point  about  800  feet  east  of 
Adams  street  to  Magdala  street. 

Faneuil  Valley  brook,  Brighton,  has  been  built  in 
Faneuil  and  Oakland  streets.  This  conduit  does  away 
with  the  open  channel  between  these  two  points. 

Dent  Street  brook.  West  Roxbury,  has  been  com- 
pleted between  Roberts  avenue  and  La  Grange  street. 
This  conduit  will  relieve  the  flooding  at  La  Grange  and 
Pleasant  streets,  and  will  afford  an  outlet  for  storm 
water  from  an  area  of  about  100  acres. 
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Work  is  now  in  progress  on  Section  9  of  Stony  brook 
conduit,  extending  from  the  end  of  Section  8  to  a  point 
about  120  feet  south  of  Washington  street. 

During  the  year  110,427  linear  feet  of  main  pipe 
were  laid  by  the  Water  Service,  ranging  from  3  inches 
to  30  inches  in  diameter,  and  37,363  linear  feet  of  main 
pipe,  3  inches  to  20  inches  in  diameter,  were  abandoned. 
Seven  thousand  three  hundred  fifty-eight  linear  feet  of  the 
former  were  extensions  of  the  high  service  mains  in  the 
business  district  to  provide  for  fire  sprinkler  pipe  systems 
now  being  very  generally  installed  in  buildings  having  a 
great  fire  risk. 

The  proposed  second  high  service  feed  to  the  city 
proper,  to  reinforce  the  system,  was  extended  by  the 
laying  of  5,820  feet  of  30-inch  pipe  in  Worcester  street, 
Washington  street.  Perry  street  and  Harrison  avenue  to 
Dover  street.  During  the  year  1916  a  16-inch  pipe 
will  be  laid  through  Worcester  square  and  Harrison 
avenue  from  this  30-inch  pipe  for  the  purpose  of 
furnishing  high  service  fire  protection  to  the  City 
Hospital. 

A  16-inch  high  service  line,  11,063  feet  in  length,  was 
laid  in  South  Boston,  through  Eighth  street,  F  street, 
First  street,  D  street  and  Fargo  street,  connecting  the 
16-inch  high  service  pipe  now  supplying  South  Boston 
to  the  16-inch  high  service  pipe  in  Congress  street.  The 
laying  of  this  pipe  furnishes  an  adequate  high  service 
supply  to  the  buildings  on  the  Commonwealth  Pier  and 
the  South  Boston  flats. 

Twenty-seven  thousand  eight  hundred  thirty-six  linear 
feet  of  4-inch  to  12-inch  pipe  were  relaid  with  larger  sizes 
where  the  need  of  improved  fire  protection  was  most 
urgent,  due  to  the  building  of  three-flat  apartment 
houses. 

Six  thousand  seven  hundred  forty-two  meters  were 
set  during  the  year,  making  the  total  number  of  meters 
in  service  on  February  1,  1916,  54,433.  Practically  all 
of  the  city  north  of  Massachusetts  avenue  is  now 
metered,  in  addition  to  Charlestown,  East  Boston, 
South  Boston  and  Hyde  Park. 

The  daily  average  consumption  for  the  year  was 
77,651,800  gallons,  a  decrease  of  4,226,000  gallons  over 
consumption  of  1914.  The  per  capita  consumption  for 
the  year  was  104  gallons.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIVISION  ENGINEER  OF  THE 
BRIDGE  AND  FERRY  DIVISION. 


Boston,  February  1,  1916. 

Mr.  Edward  F.  Murphy, 

Commissioner  of  Public  Works: 

Dear  Sir, —  I  respectfully  submit  the  following 
report  of  the  income,  expenditures  and  operation  of  the 
Bridge  and  Ferry  Division  for  the  year  ending  January 
31,  1916.  The  expenditures  of  the  division  in  the 
regular  maintenance  appropriations  of  the  department 
were  $564,097.34  as  against  an  appropriation  and 
revenue  of  $565,329.69,  leaving  a  surplus  for  the  year 
of  $1,232.35. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  maintenance  work,  the 
division  supervised  the  expenditure  of  $65,249.26  under 
a  number  of  special  appropriations,  mainly  for  work  on 
bridges,  making  the  total  expenditures  for  the  year 
under  appropriations  credited  to  the  Bridge  and  Ferry 
Division  $629,346.60.  This  figure  does  not  include  the 
expenditures  on  work  of  other  departments  or  divisions 
supervised  by  the  engineering  staff  of  this  division. 

Bridge  Service. 

In  addition  to  minor  repairs,  considerable  construc- 
tion work  and  painting  has  been  done  on  maintenance 
of  bridges,  as  well  as  some  new  construction.  Detailed 
descriptions  of  the  more  important  construction  jobs 
are  given  in  the  accompanying  statement.  (See  pages 
110-117.) 

Apportionment  of  Cost  of  Bridges  Between  Boston  and 
Chelsea. —  The  special  commission  appointed  under  acts 
of  the  Legislature  to  apportion  the  cost  of  these  bridges 
has  made  its  final  report  to  the  Supreme  Court,  but 
the  decree  of  the  court  has  not  yet  been  made.  It  is 
known,  however,  that  the  City  of  Boston  will  receive. 
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a  considerable  sum  from  the  cities  of  Chelsea  and  Revere 
and  from  the  street  railway  companies  operating  over 
these  bridges. 

Maiden  Bridge. —  The  engineering  force  of  the  division 
has  done  considerable  work  in  conjunction  with  the 
engineers  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  in 
making  surveys,  plans  and  specifications  for  the  reloca- 
tion of  the  draw  span  of  Maiden  Bridge,  the  construction 
cost  of  which  work  is  to  be  paid  by  the  railway  company. 
Plans  and  specifications  have  been  agreed  upon  and  the 
work  on  both  foundations  and  superstructure  will 
probably  be  completed  during  1917. 

Harrison  Avenue  Bridge  (over  the  Boston  &  Albany 
Railroad) . —  This  bridge  has  been  entirely  rebuilt  by  the 
railroad  company.  It  is  a  steel  bridge,  incased  in  con- 
crete for  protection  against  locomotive  gases,  with  a 
roadway  paving  of  wood  block  and  sidewalk  surface 
of  granolithic.  The  railroad  company  has  petitioned 
the  Public  Service  Commission  for  an  apportionment 
of  the  cost  of  this  bridge  between  the  City  of  Boston, 
the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  and  the  Boston 
&  Albany  Railroad  Company. 

Atlantic  Avenue  Bridge  {over  the  tracks  of  the  Boston 
Terminal  Company  and  Fort  Point  Channel) . — •  By  an 
order  of  the  Street  Commissioners,  approved  by  the 
Mayor  December  7,  1914,  Atlantic  avenue,  between 
Kneeland  street  and  Dorchester  avenue,  was  discontinued. 
This  order  carried  with  it  the  closing  of  the  bridge  over 
the  tracks  of  the  Boston  Terminal  Company  and  across 
Fort  Point  channel  and  brought  to  an  end  the  suit  for 
damages  of  the  Boston  Terminal  Company  on  account 
of  the  building  of  this  bridge.  Arrangements  were 
made  with  the  Terminal  Company  by  which  that  com- 
pany agreed  to  remove  the  bridge  and  on  January  5, 
1915,  the  bridge  was  closed  to  all  traffic.  As  it  was 
impossible  to  maintain  the  draw  span  so  as  to  provide 
an  unobstructed  passage  for  vessels  through  the  chan- 
nelway  without  interfering  with  traffic  on  the  Dor- 
chester Avenue  Bridge,  the  Terminal  Company  con- 
tinued to  operate  the  draw,  the  men  being  furnished  by 
the  city  at  the  expense  of  the  Terminal  Company,  until 
May  6,  1915,  when  the  portion  of  the  draw  had  been 
removed  which  overhung  the  Dorchester  Avenue  Bridge 
while  the  draw  was  open  for  navigation. 

The  removal  of  the  superstructure  of  this  bridge  has 
been  prosecuted  during  the  year  and  at  the  present 
time  only  the  approaches  and  masonry  piers  remain.

Some  engineering  design  and  supervision  of  construc- 
tion work  has  been  performed  for  other  departments 
and  divisions,  as  at  Rainsford  Island,  Long  Island,  etc. 

Ferry  Service. 
The  installation  of  a  jet  condenser  on  the  '^ Gov- 
ernor Russell"  was  completed  during  1915.  In  addition 
to  this  work,  minor  repairs  were  made  sufficient  to  keep 
the  boats  in  service,  but  owing  to  the  small  appropria- 
tion only  the  most  pressing  work  was  done. 

Recommendations  for  1916. 
Bridge  Service. 

Broadway  Bridge  over  the  Boston  &  Albany  Rail- 
road is  in  such  condition  that  probably  a  complete 
rebuilding  of  the  floor  will  be  necessary  during  the 
coming  year  to  enable,  car  travel  to  continue,  but  such 
work  should  not  be  carried  out  unless  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  Company  is  willing  to  pay  a  fair 
proportion  of  the  cost. 

Borings  and  designs  for  a  permanent  structure  at 
Chelsea  Bridge  South  to  replace  the  existing  temporary 
structure  should  be  started  as  soon  as  possible,  as  per- 
mission to  maintain  the  bridge  over  the  property  of  the 
Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  Company  expires  in  July, 
1919,  and  it  will  take  at  least  three  years  to  make  plans, 
procure  approval  of  plans  from  the  government  and  to 
build  the  bridge.  Furthermore,  it  is  doubtful  if  the 
temporary  bridge  will  last  more  than  three  years  longer 
without  extensive  repairs.  This  is  the  most  important 
construction  work  in  contemplation  and  it  is  essential 
that  during  the  year  an  appropriation  be  made  suffi- 
cient to  cover  the  cost  of  all  engineering  work  and  borings 
necessary. 

Congress  Street  Bridge  over  Fort  Point  channel  has 
a  draw  span  which  is  over  forty  years  old  and  is  in  such 
condition  that  within  a  very  few  years  either  the  entire 
rebuilding  will  be  required  or  else  very  costly  repairs. 
A  new  steel  bridge  on  masonry  piers  with  bascule  draw 
span  will  cost  approximately  $500,000. 

Hyde  Park  Avenue  Bridge  over  Mother  brook  is  in 
poor  condition  and  should  be  rebuilt.  The  Bay  State 
Street  Railway  Company  should,  in  all  fairness,  bear 
part  of  the  expense,  but  it  is  doubtful  if  it  could  be 
compelled  to  do  so  under  the  existing  laws. 

Warren  Bridge  over  the  Charles  river  has  a  deck  or 
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underplanking  which  has  been  in  place  over  thirty 
years  and  is  showing  signs  of  weakness.  It  is  advisable 
to  make  an  inspection  from  below  the  bridge  to  deter- 
mine whether  or  not  it  is  necessary  to  rebuild  the  entire 
roadway.  The  estimated  cost  of  this  work  if  deter- 
mined to  be  necessary  is  approximately  S80,000. 

The  installation  of  navigation  signal  lights  on  bridges 
over  navigable  waters  is  required  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Commerce.  There  are  fifteen  bridges 
maintained  either  wholly  or  partly  by  the  city  on  which 
these  signals  have  yet  to  be  placed  and  the  work  of 
installation  should  be  carried  on  continuously  until  the 
regulations  of  the  Federal  Government  are  complied 
with. 

Ferry  Service. 

For  several  years  past  it  has  been  recommended  that 
a  new  boat  be  built  to  replace  the  ''D.  D.  Kelly," 
which  was  built  in  1879.  The  boiler  pressure  on  this 
boat  has  been  cut  from  the  original  limit  of  40  pounds 
to  25  pounds,  which  is  about  the  minimum  at  which  it 
can  be  operated  safely.  As  the  allowable  boiler  pres- 
sure on  the  ''Hugh  O'Brien,"  built  in  1883,  has  also 
been  cut  down,  the  Ferry  Service  has  two  old  boats 
either  of  which  may  be  condemned  at  any  time,  and 
it  is  recommended  that  plans  for  a  new  boat  be  made. 

A  new  pump  and  jet  condenser  should  be  installed 
on  the  "Noddle  Island,"  and  a  new  wooden  end  will 
have  to  be  built,  as  the  United  States  steamboat  in- 
spectors condemned  the  woodwork  as  it  exists. 

The  existing  type  of  gate  on  the  boats  has  not  given 
satisfaction  and  has  been  costly  to  maintain  and  I 
recommend  that  on  two  of  the  boats  new  gates  be 
placed  of  the  type  installed  on  the  "Governor  Russell," 
which  type  has  been  tried  out  with  good  results. 

A  new  tank  should  be  built  at  the  north  drop, 
North  Ferry,  East  Boston,  and  two  of  the  drops  should 
be  paved. 

Report  in  Detail. 

A  detailed  report  of  the  operation  and  expenditures 
of  the  Bridge  and  Ferry  Division  during  the  year, 
exclusive  of  the  cost  of  work  supervised  for  other  depart- 
ments or  divisions,  is  appended  herewith.

1915-1916. 


Albany   Street   Bridge    (over   the   Freight    Tracks   of  the 
Boston  &  Albany  Railroad). 

The  portion  of  this  bridge  above  the  floor  was  cleaned 
and  painted  during  the  year  under  a  contract  with 
Maurice  M.  Devine,  dated  October  18,  1915.  The 
cleaning  was  done  by  the  sand  blast  method  and  the 
metal  work  was  patch  painted  with  red  lead  and  received 
two  final  coats  of  linseed  oil  paint.  The  work  was 
completed  November  11,  1915,  and  the  amount  paid 
under  the  contract  was  $468.  The  paint  was  furnished 
by  the  city  at  a  cost  of  $87.01. 

Albany  Street  Bridge  (over  Passenger  Tracks,  Boston  & 
Albany  Railroad). 
While  there  is  a  question  whether  the  responsibility 
for  the  maintenance  of  this  bridge  rests  entirely  on  the 
city,  under  advice  of  the  Law  Department  the  girders 
of  this  bridge  have  been  cleaned  by  the  sand  blast 
process  and  painted  a  patch  coat  of  red  lead  and  two 
coats  of  linseed  oil  paint.  The  painting  was  done  by 
Maurice  M.  Devine  at  the  same  time  as  the  work  on 
the  adjoining  bridge  over  the  freight  tracks,  the  cost 
being  $75.  The  paint  was  furnished  by  the  city  from 
the  stock  of  the  Bridge  Service. 

Allston  Bridge  (over  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad,  Brighton). 

A  contract  was  made  with  Maurice  M.  Devine, 
dated  July  28,  1915,  for  cleaning  and  painting  the  por- 
tion of  this  bridge  above  the  flooring.  The  metal  work 
was  cleaned  in  a  most  thorough  manner,  the  old  paint 
being  entirely  removed  by  the  sand  blast  process,  and 
two  coats  of  sublimed  blue  lead  paint  were  applied.  The 
work  was  completed  September  8,  1915,  the  amount 
paid  under  the  contract  being  $675.  To  this  should 
be  added  the  cost  of  the  paint  ($150.70),  which  was 
furnished  by  the  city. 

Some  of  the  stringer  seats  on  the  floor  beams  of  this 
bridge,  over  the  two  southerly  tracks,  were  found  to  be 
so  badly  corroded  that  sixteen  of  them  were  replaced 
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by  3-inch  by  3^-inch  by  ^-inch  steel  angles,  the  work 
being  done  without  removing  the  flooring. 

One  floor  beam  in  the  center  roadway  was  found 
badly  corroded  and  was  strengthened  by  the  addition 
of  angles  and  plates  to  the  flanges. 

Broadway  Bridge  {over  Fort  Point  Channel). 

As  stated  in  the  last  annual  report,  a  contract  was 
made  with  W.  H.  Ellis  &  Son  Company,  dated  Decem- 
ber 28,  1914,  for  rebuilding  the  draw  fender  pier  and 
fender  guards  of  this  bridge.  The  channel  face  of  the 
draw  fender  pier  was  entirely  rebuilt,  the  line  being 
straightened  so  as  to  protect  the  new  and  larger  draw 
span;  the  upstream  end  lengthened  about  20  feet  and 
at  the  downstream  end  a  wharf  was  built  on  which  to 
locate  a  drawtenders'  house.  The  original  plan  pro- 
vided for  a  wharf  to  be  built  on  the  Boston  side  of  the 
channel  adjoining  the  railroad  property,  which  would 
have  enabled  the  drawtenders'  house  to  be  placed  at 
the  street  level,  but  permission  to  drive  the  necessary 
piles  could  not  be  obtained  from  the  United  States  War 
Department.  The  fender  guard  on  the  northerly  side 
of  the  channel  was  entirely  rebuilt  in  a  new  location, 
affording  a  clear  channel  50  feet  in  width.  The  iron 
cylinders  on  which  the  old  draw  span  rested  when  open 
for  travel  were  removed  and  the  channelway  dredged 
to  a  depth  of  15  feet  below  city  base.  The  work  on  this 
contract  was  completed  January  26,  1915,  at  a  cost  of 
$15,044.53. 

In  connection  with  this  work  the  Secretary  of  War 
required  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Rail- 
road Company  to  increase  the  width  of  the  channelway 
at  its  ^'Y"  bridge  to  50  feet,  so  that  now  there  is  a 
clear  way  of  this  width  at  both  of  these  bridges. 

A  contract  was  made  with  the  Smith  Erecting  and 
Contracting  Company,  dated  January  20,  1915,  for 
ladders  and  platforms  to  give  access  to  the  landing 
piers  from  the  fixed  spans.  The  work  was  completed 
March  4,  1915,  at  the  contract  price  of  $130. 

A  drawtenders'  house  was  built  under  contract  with 
W.  H.  Ellis  &  Son  Company,  dated  April  23,  1915. 
The  work  was  completed  August  3,  1915,  at  a  cost  of 
$1,947. 

A  hot  water  heating  system  was  furnished  and 
installed  under  contract  with  Laskey  &  McMurrer, 
dated  July  7,  1915,  at  a  cost  of  $215. 
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Central  Avenue  Bridge  {Dorchester  to  Milton). 
This  bridge  has  been  cleaned  and  painted  during  the 
year  by  the  painters  of  the  Bridge  Service  at  a  cost  of 
$164.35,  including  the  cost  of  the  paint. 

Charlesgate  Bridge  {over  Ipswich  Street). 
A  contract  dated  September  3,  1915,  was  made  with 
Maurice  M.  Devine  for  cleaning  the  metal  work  of  this 
bridge  by  the  sand  blast  method,  patch  painting  with 
red  lead  and  painting  two  finish  coats  of  linseed  oil 
paint.  The  work  was  completed  October  16,  1915,  the 
amount  paid  under  the  contract  being  $785.  The  paint 
was  furnished  by  the  city  at  a  cost  of  $182.93. 

Dartmouth    Street    Bridge    {over    the    Boston    &   Albany 

Railroad) . 

The  metal  work  of  this  bridge  above  the  floor  was 
cleaned,  patch  painted  with  red  lead  and  with  a  single 
coat  of  linseed  oil  paint.  The  work  was  done  by  paint- 
ers of  the  Bridge  Service  at  a  cost  of  $428.69,  including 
the  cost  of  the  paint. 

Dover  Street  Bridge  {over  Fort  Point  Channel). 
The  fender  piers  of  this  bridge  have  been  repaired 
during  the  year  under  a  contract  with  the  George  T. 
Rendle  Company,  dated  July  20,  1915,  at  a  cost  of 
$2,853.03.  The  upstream  end  of  the  westerly  fender 
pier  was  rebuilt  and  the  channel  face  of  the  same  pier 
repaired.  Twelve  new  oak  piles  were  driven  where 
needed  on  the  work  and  the  old  spur  shores  refitted. 
The  upstream  end  of  the  draw  fender  pier  and  a  portion 
of  the  pier  in  front  of  the  drawtenders'  house  were 
replanked,  new  stringers  being  substituted  for  old  ones 
where  deemed  necessary.  The  work  was  completed 
December  4,  1915. 

Granite    Avenue    Bridge    {over    Neponset    river,  between 
Dorchester  and  Milton). 

This  bridge  has  been  entirely  rebuilt  by  the  Granite 
Avenue  Bridge  Building  Commission  under  authority 
of  Chapter  771  of  the  Acts  of  1913.  The  substructure 
was  built  under  a  contract  dated  December  4,  1913, 
with  the  Holbrook,  Cabot  &  Rollins  Corporation  and 
was  completed  February  9,  1915,  the  total  amount  paid 
under  the  contract  being  $33,303.19. 
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The  superstructure  was  built  under  contract  dated 
February  26,  1914,  with  the  Boston  Bridge  Works, 
Inc.,  and  was  completed  October  20,  1914,  the  contract 
price  being  $29,414. 

A  full  description  of  this  bridge  was  given  in  the 
report  of  this  department  for  1914.  Under  the  act 
which  provided  for  the  rebuilding  of  the  bridge,  the 
apportionment  of  the  cost  of  the  work  is  divided  as 
follows : 

County  of  Suffolk,  40  per  cent. 

County  of  Norfolk,  40  per  cent. 

Town  of  Milton,  10  per  cent. 

City  of  Quincy,  10  per  cent. 

As  there  is  a  claim  for  damages  to  adjoining  property 
which  has  not  been  settled,  the  final  adjustment  of  the 
cost  has  not  been  made  at  the  date  of  this  report.  Under 
the  act  above  referred  to  and  amendment  thereto  (chap- 
ter 58  of  the  Acts  of  1915)  the  maintenance  of  this 
bridge  when  all  work  has  been  performed  is  vested  in  a 
commission  consisting  of  the  Mayor  of  Boston  and  the 
chairman  of  the  Selectmen  of  Milton;  one  half  the  cost 
to  be  paid  by  the  County  of  Suffolk  and  one  half  by  the 
town  of  Milton. 

Although  up  to  the  present  time  the  Bridge  Building 
'Commission  has  not  finally  turned  over  the  new  bridge 
to  the  Maintenance  Commission,  the  City  of  Boston  and 
the  town  of  Milton  have  assumed  the  maintenance 
from  October  23,  1914,  the  date  at  which  the  new  bridge 
was  opened  to  travel. 

Some  trouble  has  been  caused  by  a  slight  forward 
movement  of  the  Milton  abutment,  which  has  crowded 
the  draw  span  to  such  an  extent  as  to  necessitate  the 
cutting  away  of  a  portion  of  the  projecting  flanges  of 
the  end  floor  beam  of  the  fixed  span  at  the  draw  landing. 
It  may  be  necessary  to  make  some  slight  changes  in 
this  floor  beam  if  the  abutment  continues  to  move. 

Gove  Street  Footbridge  {East  Boston). 

A  concrete  foundation  and  piers  for  supporting  a 
footbridge  over  the  tracks  of  the  Boston  &  Albany  Rail- 
road were  built  under  contract  with  E.  S.  Butterfield 
&  Co.,  dated  November  1,  1915.  The  work  was  com- 
pleted December  6,  1915,  at  a  cost  of  I860. 

A  contract  has  been  made  with  the  Boston  Bridge 
Works,  Inc.,  for  building  the  steel  superstructure  of  this 
bridge,  which  calls  for  its  completion  before  August  1, 1916. 
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Northern  Avenue  Bridge  {over  Fort  Point  Channel). 

At  the  date  of  the  last  annual  report  work  was  in 
progress  under  contract  dated  October  20,  1914,  with  the 
W.  L.  Waples  Company  for  cleaning  the  fixed  spans 
of  this  bridge  by  sand  blast  process,  patch  painting 
with  red  lead  and  painting  two  final  coats  of  white  lead 
paint.  The  work  was  completed  February  23,  1915. 
The  cost  of  the  work  done  under  this  contract  was  $1,936, 
to  which  should  be  added  $361.07,  the  cost  of  the  paint 
supplied  by  the  city. 

A  contract  was  made  with  Devine  &  Foster,  dated 
April  23,  1915,  for  cleaning  and  painting  the  draw  span 
of  this  bridge.  The  work  was  done  in  the  same  manner 
as  for  the  fixed  span  and  was  completed  August  17, 
1915.  The  total  amount  paid  under  the  contract  was 
$4,395,  to  which  should  be  added  $930.98,  the  cost  of 
the  paint  furnished  by  the  city. 

The  scow  at  the  public  boat  landing  at  this  bridge 
has  been  repaired  under  contract  with  W.  H.  Ellis  & 
Son  Company,  dated  August  18,  1915,  for  $303.31.  The 
work  was  completed  September  16,  1915. 

Spring  Street  Bridge  {over  Charles  River). 

Under  chapter  235,  Acts  of  the  Legislature  of  1915, , 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston,  the  chairman  of  the 
County    Commissioners    of    Norfolk    County    and    the 
chairman  of  the  Selectmen  of  Dedham  were  constituted 
a  commission  and  authorized  to  widen  this  bridge. 

Plans  for  the  work  were  prepared  by  the  engineering 
staff  of  this  division  and  on  July  28,  1915,  a  contract 
was  made  with  Clark  &  Gore  for  doing  the  work. 

The  old  bridge  is  a  stone  masonry  structure  approx- 
imately 150  feet  long  and  25  feet  wide,  with  five  arches, 
each  with  a  span  of  about  19  feet.  The  foundations  of 
the  arches  rest  on  crib  work  or  grillage  of  wood.  The 
plans  for  the  new  work  provide  for  a  widening  to  55  feet, 
center  to  center  of  railings,  by  the  extension  in  con- 
crete of  the  existing  approaches,  piers  and  abutment 
on  both  the  upstream  and  downstream  side  of  the  old 
bridge;  for  filling  solid  the  new  portions  of  the  bridge 
with  gravel  filling  and  for  surfacing  the  entire  roadway 
of  the  new  bridge,  including  the  sidewalks.  At  the  date 
of  this  report  about  75  per  cent  of  the  work  has  been 
done. 

The  construction  of  the  approaches  was  not  placed 
by  the  act  in  the  hands  of  the  commission,  each  munic- 
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ipality  being  required  to  build  the  approach  on  its 
side  of  the  river.  Plans  for  both  approaches,  however, 
were  made  by  this  division,  that  called  for  on  the 
Dedham  side,  however,  being  prepared  in  consultation 
with  its  town  engineer. 

The  contract  for  the  Boston  approach  was  made  with 
the  George  T.  Rendle  Company,  under  date  of  August 
5,  1915,  and  at  the  date  of  this  report  about  60  per  cent 
of  the  work  has  been  done. 

The  contract  for  the  Dedham  approach  was  made 
with  the  same  company  having  the  contract  for  the 
Boston  approach. 

This  work  has  been  carried  on  under  the  direction  of 
the  town  engineer  of  Dedham  and  is  in  such  condition 
that  it  could  be  readily  finished  at  the  time  that  the 
work  on  the  bridge  over  the  river  is  completed. 

Summer  Street  Bridge  {over  Fort  Point  Channel). 
The  vertical  planking  of  the  channel  face  of  the 
draw  fender  pier  of  this  bridge  extending  to  the  Con- 
gress Street  Bridge  was  repaired  under  contract  with 
W.  H.  Ellis  &  Son  Company,  dated  August  12,  1915, 
at  a  cost  of  $346.20.  The  work  was  completed  Septem- 
ber 11,  1915. 

Summer  Street  Bridge  {over  New  York,  New  Haven 
&  Hartford  Railroad). 

Under  a  contract  made  with  W.  A.  Murtfeldt  Com- 
pany, dated  October  4,  1915,  both  the  sidewalks  above 
the  plank  flooring  of  this  bridge  have  been  rebuilt  at  a 
cost  of  $1.35  per  square  yard,  the  total  amount  paid 
under  the  contract  being  $2,417.85.  A  bond  has  been 
given  guaranteeing  the  maintenance  of  these  walks  in 
good  condition  for  a  term  of  five  years.  The  work  was 
completed  December  8,  1915. 

At  the  time  this  work  was  done  the  Bridge  Service 
made  such  repairs  as  were  found  necessary  to  the  plank 
flooring  and  cleaned  out  the  continuous  slots  along  each 
curb  line  which  serve  as  scuppers  for  the  surface  water. 
The  total  cost  of  the  work  performed  by  the  Bridge 
Service  was  $89.50. 

Winthrop  Bridge  {Breed's  Island  to  Winthrop) . 
This  bridge  has  been  entirely  rebuilt  under  authority 
of  chapter  412  of  the  Acts  of  1913.     As  stated  in  the 
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last  annual  report,  a  contract  was  made  and  approved 
April  6,  1914,  with  Lawler  Brothers,  lowest  bidder,  for 
doing  the  entire  work,  and  it  was  so  far  completed  that 
travel  was  turned  over  the  new  bridge  and  the  finished 
parts  of  the  approaches  on  December  1,  1914.  During 
the  past  year  the  work  was  prosecuted  to  a  satisfactory 
completion  on  July  1,  1915.  As  final  settlement  has 
not  yet  been  made  with  the  contractor,  no  bill  has 
been  rendered  the  town  of  Winthrop  for  its  proportion 
of  the  cost  of  the  work. 

The  new  bridge  and  its  approaches  are  located  just 
north  of  the  old  bridge  and  consist  of  a  pile  structure 
200  feet  in  length  and  50  feet  in  width  across  the  channel 
and  solid  filled  approaches  of  the  same  width  with  side 
slopes  protected  by  stoiie  ballast  or  slope  paving  where 
necessary.  The  pile  bridge  has  a  roadway  34  feet  in 
width  between  curbs  and  two  sidewalks  each  8  feet  wide. 
The  roadway  is  paved  with  Metropolitan  brick,  the 
joints  having  been  filled  with  hot  asphalt.  The  founda- 
tion for  the  pavement  is  5-inch  yellow  pine  plank  sup- 
ported by  yellow  pine  stringers  and  caps  resting  on 
bents  of  oak  piles.  The  plank  floor  is  protected  by  four 
thicknesses  of  roofing  felt  mopped  with  asphalt  and 
roofing  pitch  and  covered  with  a  mastic  layer  1^  inches 
thick,  made  of  sand,  asphalt  and  roofing  pitch.  The 
faces  of  the  curb  timbers  are  protected  with  zinc  flashing. 
The  sidewalk  surfaces  are  of  2-inch  yellow  pine  plank, 
protected  at  the  curbs  by  T  irons.  A  substantial  yellow 
pine  railing  is  built  at  the  outer  edges  of  the  sidewalks. 
The  lengths  of  the  approaches  built  under  this  contract, 
measured  on  the  center  lines  of  the  roadway,  were 
respectively  on  the  Winthrop  side  238  feet  and  on  the 
Boston  side  427  feet.  Of  this  latter  width,  about  285 
feet  was  entirely  paid  for  by  the  City  of  Boston  under 
a  separate  item  of  the  contract,  the  sum  named  in  the 
contract  being  $5,220.  The  lower  portion  of  the  filling 
of  the  approaches  was  made  with  dredged  material, 
excavated  from  the  channel,  which  was  required  to  be 
not  less  than  6  feet  below  city  base  for  a  width  of  133 
feet  with  side  slopes  not  steeper  than  3  horizontal  to  1 
vertical.  The  upper  portion  was  filled  with  good  clean 
gravel,  well  rolled. 

The  roadway  surface  was  constructed  in  accordance 
with  Boston  Standard  Specifications  of  1913  for  tar 
macadam  roadway,  using  Bermudez  roadway  asphalt 
binder.     The  edgestones  were  of  granite  and  3-foot  wide 
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gutters  were  paved  with  granite  blocks.  The  sidewalks 
have  a  crushed  stone  surface,  well  rolled.  The  fences 
were  built  on  each  side  of  the  street,  having  cedar  posts 
and  spruce  rails,  painted  with  three  coats  of  paint.  The 
downstream  slopes  and  faces  of  the  channelway  were 
paved  with  large  stones  not  less  than  2  square  feet  in 
area  and  at  least  18  inches  deep,  very  few  pinners  being 
allowed,  this  slope  paving  being  carried  below  low  water. 
The  upstream  faces  of  the  slopes  were  covered  with  stone 
ballast  to  a  depth  of  2  feet.  All  slopes  had  an  inclina- 
tion of  2  horizontal  to  1  vertical  and  the  paving  and 
ballast  extended  to  elevation  15  feet  above  city  base. 
The  contract  price  for  the  portion  of  the  work  to  be 
paid  jointly  by  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  town  of 
Winthrop  is  $40,297.

Three  piles  were  driven  in  the  coal  dock,  South  Ferry, 
East  Boston,  and  three  more  in  the  hospital  dock,  south 
side. 

A  jet  condenser  was  installed  on  the  ''Governor 
Russell."  This  boat  was  also  equipped  with  a  new 
type  of  gate  which  has  been  very  satisfactory  in  service. 

An  entire  new  end  was  built  on  the  "Noddle  Island," 
chiefly  by  employees  of  the  Ferry  Service.  The  main 
decks  were  planked  on  the  ''General  Hancock,"  "Noddle 
Island"  and  "Governor  Russell." 

Additional  life  preservers  have  been  placed  in  all  the 
boats  under  orders  from  the  United  States  steamboat 
inspectors.  Minor  repairs  have  also  been  made  on 
both  drops  and  boats.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIVISION  ENGINEER  OF  THE 
HIGHWAY   DIVISION. 


Boston,  February  1,  1916. 

Mr.  E.  F.  Murphy, 

Commissioner  of  Public  Works: 

Dear  Sir, —  A  statement  of  the  income,  expenditures 
and  operations  of  the  Highway  Division  of  the  Pubhc 
Works  Department  for  the  year  1915  is  submitted  here- 
with, and  includes  in  addition  to  the  Lighting,  Paving, 
Sanitary  and  Street  Cleaning  and  Oiling  Services,  the 
Sewer  and  Water  Services.  These  latter  services  were 
a  separate  division  under  the  supervision  of  a  division 
engineer.  Just  before  the  close  of  the  year  they  were 
merged  with  the  Highway  Division  and  the  division 
-engineer  was  given  supervision  over  all  the  above-named 
services.  The  maintenance  expenditures  of  the  High- 
way Division  for  the  year  were  as  follows :

Lighting  Service. 

The  tables  under  the  Lighting  Service  show  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  lights  installed  in  the  public  streets, 
causing  a  considerable  increase  in  the  annual  expenditures 
for  this  purpose. 

The  most  important  improvement  made  by  this 
service  during  the  year  was  the  installation  of  the  boule- 
vard type  of  lamps  on  Broadway,  from  Dorchester 
avenue  to  Dorchester  street,  South  Boston.     This  being 
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a  residential  as  well  as  a  business  section,  the  improve- 
ment is  much  appreciated  by  residents  and  storekeepers. 
There  are  now  on  file  in  this  office  applications  for  the 
installation  of  this  type  of  lamp  for  the  business  sections 
of  East  Boston  and  Roxbury. 

Paving  Service. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  department  a 
special  appropriation,  amounting  to  $100,000,  was  made 
for  the  construction  of  artificial  stone  sidewalks.  This 
sum  does  not  include  the  artificial  stone  sidewalk  work 
done  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  new  streets 
laid  out  by  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners. 

All  macadam  streets  resurfaced  and  new  macadam 
streets  constructed  were  of  a  bituminous  nature,  tar  and 
asphalt  binders,  penetration  method,  being  used. 

Contracts  made  during  the  year  for  the  construction 
of  streets  laid  out  by  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners 
comprised  twenty-five  (25)  asphalt,  thirteen  (13)  bitu- 
lithic  and  fifty-nine  (59)  bituminous  macadam.  As 
most  of  these  streets  are  in  residential  sections  and  not 
subjected  to  heavy  team  travel  it  is  expected  that  the 
cost  of  maintenance  for  the  first  ten  years  will  be  very 
slight. 

Hassam  block  pavement  was  laid  in  Braintree  street, 
Brighton,  and  a  section  of  L  street.  South  Boston,  was 
paved  with  granite  block  on  a  gravel  base,  with  cement 
grout  joints. 

The  failure  of  the  City  Council  to  make  an  appropria- 
tion for  permanent  pavements  in  the  business  section 
of  the  city  was  unfortunate,  as  many  streets  are  very 
much  in  need  of  new  pavements.  It  will  require  at 
least  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  each  year  for  the 
next  five  years  to  put  the  streets  in  a  satisfactory 
condition. 

Sanitaey  Service. 

The  receiving  station  for  ashes  at  Ward  street  has 
been  finished  and  will  be  in  operation  early  in  the  coming 
season.  The  cost  of  collecting  ashes  in  the  Roxbury 
district  and  hauling  to  Southampton  street  will  be  con- 
siderably reduced  by  the  use  of  this  receiving  station. 

The  equipment  has  been  improved  by  the  purchase 
of  six  low-down  body  offal  wagons,  with  a  capacity  of 
110  cubic  feet  each. 
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Street  Cleaning  Service. 

The  past  season  was  a  rather  wet  one  and  as  a  result 
less  oil  was  used  on  the  streets  than  in  preceding  years. 
Only  streets  paved  with  granite  block,  asphalt  or  other 
form  of  smooth  pavement  have  been  watered,  all  other 
streets  being  oiled,  the  number  of  applications  given 
being  dependent  upon  traffic  and  other  conditions. 

The  equipment  has  been  maintained  by  the  purchase 
of  a  number  of  horses  to  replace  those  that  died  or  were 
killed  as  being  unfit  for  use. 

Street  watering  by  car  sprinklers  was  tried  for  the 
first  time  during  the  past  year,  a  contract  being  made 
for  sprinkling  certain  streets  with  car  lines.  Two  cars 
were  used  and  the  price  paid  was  five  hundred  fifty 
dollars  (S550)  a  car  a  month. 

There  should  be  an  addition  made  to  the  equipment 
during  the  coming  year  by  the  purchase  of  a  motor- 
driven  pick-up  sweeping  machine,  horse-driven  sweeping 
machines,  horses,  carts,  etc.,  in  order  to  do  the  work 
more  satisfactorily. 

Sewer  Service. 

Old  wooden  sewers  have  been  replaced  in  Beach,  South, 
Lincoln,  Kingston,  East,  Kilby,  Water  and  Broad  streets 
with  new  concrete  sewers. 

The  new  pumping  station  at  Union  Park  and  Albany 
streets  was  put  in  operation  July  1,  and  has  been  oper- 
ated successfully  during  several  heavy  storms  at  high 
tide. 

In  South  Boston  considerable  work  has  been  done  on 
account  of  the  building  of  the  Dorchester  Tunnel. 

An  outlet  built  in  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad 
freight  yard  at  Orleans  street  furnished  an  outlet  for 
sewerage  from  the  area  bounded  by  Porter,  Boardman 
and  Prescott  streets  and  the  Boston,  Revere  Beach  & 
Lynn  Railroad. 

The  outlets  in  Beach  and  Hamblen  streets,  Charles- 
town  were  extended  to  tide  water. 

Among  the  many  other  sewerage  works  constructed 
during  the  year  may  be  mentioned  the  Davenport 
brook,  Faneuil  Valley  brook  and  Dent  Street  brook. 
Stony  brook  conduit.  Section  9,  is  now  being  constructed 
under  contract. 
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Water  Service. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  busy  one  in  this  service  on 
account  of  the  numerous  apphcations  for  water  for  new 
buildings  in  the  outlying  sections,  viz.:  15,782  linear 
feet  in  Dorchester,  16,192  linear  feet  in  West  Roxbury, 
9,244  linear  feet  in  Brighton  and  3,390  linear  feet  in 
Hyde  Park,  the  size  of  pipe  varying  from  8  to  12  inches 
in  diameter.  There  are  now  about  54,433  meters  in 
service,  leaving  approximately  35,000  to  be  installed, 
that  section  of  the  city  lying  north  of  Massachusetts 
avenue  having  been  metered  during  the  year.  The  con- 
sumption for  1915  was  the  lowest  since  1904  and  is 
attributable  to  the  installation  of  meters  and  the  vigi- 
lance of  the  waste  prevention  force.

The  following  is  a  statement  of  the  work  done  during 
the  year  under  the  supervision  of  the  supervisor  of  street 
lighting. 

Arc  lamps  have  been  provided  for  skating  during  the 
season  at  Franklin  Field  and  Wood  Island  Park. 
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Sixty-nine  magnetite  arc  lamps  of  the  boulevard 
type,  the  same  as  on  Huntington  avenue,  city  proper, 
have  been  installed  on  Broadway,  between  Dorchester 
avenue  and  Dorchester  street.  South  Boston. 

Three  magnetite  arc  lamps  and  110  incandescent 
lamps  were  transferred  from  the  Boston  and  Cambridge 
Bridge  Commission  to  the  Lighting  Service. 

The  usual  amount  of  regulation  and  relocation  of 
lamps  and  services,  made  necessary  by  street  construc- 
tion, the  building  of  sewers  and  other  works,  has  been 
conducted  throughout  the  year. 

Petitions  and  requests  for  new  lamps  received  from 
citizens  and  from  officials,  also  complaints  in  relation 
to  the  lighting  service,  have  been  investigated  and 
attended  to.  All  streets  in  the  underground  district 
prescribed  for  the  year  1915  have  been  inspected  and  the 
necessary  changes  and  additions  have  been  made.

Gas  Lighting. 

There  are  in  use  9,652  single  mantle  gas  lamps,  70 
double  mantle  lamps  and  146  open  flame  fire  alarm 
signal  lamps. 

The  city  furnishes  the  lamp-posts.  The  gas  companies 
set  the  lamp-posts  and  provide  service  pipes  laid  from 
the  gas  mains  to  the  top  of  the  posts,  maintain  all  such 
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pipes  and  posts  in  good  condition  and  repair,  furnish 
gas,  lanterns,  burners  and  all  other  necessary  equipment, 
also  the  labor  for  lighting  and  care. 

The  Lighting  Service  provides  for  the  gas,  lighting  and 
care  of  the  fire  alarm  signal  lamps,  and  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment for  lanterns,  posts,  the  setting  and  repair  of  same. 
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Electric  Lighting. 

There  are  in  use  5,059  magnetite  arc  lamps,  23  flame 
arc  lamps,  3,096  50-watt,  1,262  75-watt,  10  100-watt, 
4  125-watt  and  6  400-watt  tmigsten  lamps. 

The  electric  companies  provide  and  set  the  lamp- 
posts, except  the  lamp-posts  for  incandescent  lamps 
supphed  from  underground  circuits,  furnish  lamps,  over- 
head wires,  underground  conduits,  cables  and  connec- 
tions and  all  other  necessary  equipment  and  maintain 
tjiem  in  good  condition  and  repair.

East  First  street,  from  West  First  street  to  H  street,  is  about 
695  feet  in  length.     (See  ''Assessment  Streets.") 

Greenleaf  street,  from  Leon  street  to  Huntington  avenue,  is 
about  350  feet  in  length.     (See  "Assessment  Streets.") 

L  street,  from  East  First  street  across  East  Broadway,  for  a 
distance  of  about  948  feet,  was  paved  with  new  granite  block, 
grout  joints,  gravel  base,  by  Thomas  Kelley,  under  a  contract 
dated  June  10,  1915.  The  contractor  did  the  excavating,  reset 
the  edgestone,  repaved  the  brick  sidewalks  and  relaid  the  flag- 
ging crosswalks.  The  city  furnished  the  flagging,  circular 
edgestone  and  sidewalk  bricks  and  the  contractor  furnished  the 
granite  blocks  and  all  other  materials  necessary  to  do  the  work. 
The  contractor  hauled  all  surplus  material  to  the  South  Boston 
Paving  Yard.  The  car  track  area  was  repaved  by  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  Company,  the  westerly  track  area  on  a  con- 
crete base  and  the  easterly  track  area  on  a  gravel  base.  The 
former  surface  of  the  street  was  macadam.

The  former  surface  of  the  street 
was  macadam.

Boylston  street,  from  Tremont  street  across  Boylston  place, 
about  367  feet  in  length,  was  paved  with  wood  iDlock  on  the 
old  concrete  base,  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty^ 
by  Fred  S.  Gore,  under  his  contract  dated  March  26,  1915. 
The  city  furnished  the  edgestone  and  the  contractor  furnished 
all  other  materials  necessary  to  do  the  work.  The  contractor 
removed  the  old  asphalt  surface,  regulated  the  old  concrete 
base,  hauled  the  old  granite  paving  blocks  to  the  Massachusetts 
avenue  lot  and  did  all  the  work  necessary  to  lay  the  new  pave- 
ment. 

Tremont  street,  from  Scollay  square  to  Boylston  street,  is 
about  2,838  feet  in  length.  A  contract  to  pave  this  street 
with  wood  blocks,  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty 
was  awarded  to  Coleman  Brothers  June  11,  1915.  The  con- 
tractor removed  the  old  asphalt  surface  and  regulated  the  old 
concrete  base,  relaid  the  flagging  crosswalks,  reset  edgestone 
where  necessary  and  relaid  some  artificial  stone  sidewalk.

Ridgewood  street,  from  Topliff  street  to  Draper  street,  is 
about  1,075  feet  in  length.     (See  "Assessment  Streets.") 

Brick  Block  Pavement. 

Public  alley  No.  908,  from  Massachusetts  avenue  to  Marl- 
borough street,  is  about  545  feet  in  length.  (See  "Assessment 
Streets.") 

Roman  Road. 

Castlegate  road,  from  Blue  Hill  avenue  to  Normandy  street, 
is  about  462  feet  in  length.     (See  "Assessment  Streets.") 

Assessment  Streets. 

The  following  streets  have  been  constructed  or  are  in  the 
process  of  construction  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  393 
of  the  Acts  of  1906,  and  acts  in  amendment  or  in  addition 
thereto. 

Alhano  street,  from  Washington  street  to  Amherst  street,  is 
about  749  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the 
surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  the  West  Roxbury  Trap 
Rock  Company,  December  2,  1914.  Work  was  begun  April 
7,  1915,  and  completed  June  26,  1915.  It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot 
street  with  a  six  (6)  inch  tar  macada.m  road,  three  (3)  foot 
granite  block  gutters,  from  Washington  street  to  Birch  street, 
flagging  crosswalks,  granite  edgestone  and  artificial  stone  side- 
walks seven  (7)  feet  in  width,  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  main- 
tenance guaranty.  The  straight  edgestone  and  corners  were 
furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor,  a  small 
part  being  delivered  on  the  work  by  the  city.  The  circular 
edgestone  was  furnished  by  the  city  on  the  line  of  the  work. 
The  flagging  was  furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the  con- 
tractor. The  paving  blocks  were  furnished  in  part  by  the  city 
and  hauled  by  the  contractor  and  part  were  furnished  by  the 
contractor.  All  other  materials  were  furnished  by  the 
contractor. 

Ardent  street,  from  Colberg  avenue  to  Belgrade  avenue,  is 
about  301  feet  in  length.  This  street  is  being  constructed  in 
part  by  the  Paving  Service  forces.  Work  was  begun  September 
20,  1915,  and  suspended  December  3,  1915.     The  work  done 
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this  year  consisted  of  excavating,  setting  edgestone  and  pre- 
paring roadway  for  concrete  base  which  will  be  laid  early  in 
the  spring  of  next  j^ear. 

Augustus  avenue,  from  Poplar  street  to  beyond  Clarendon  ave- 
nue, is  about  657  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing 
the  surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  Martino  DeMatteo, 
June  23,  1915.  Work  was  begun  June  30,  1915,  and  completed 
October  23,  1915.  It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot  street  with  a  six  (6) 
inch  tar  macadam  roadway,  three  (3)  foot  granite  block  gutters 
from  Poplar  street  across  Crandall  street,  granite  edgestone 
and  artificial  stone  sidewalks  seven  (7)  feet  in  width,  laid  under 
a  five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty.  The  straight  edgestone 
and  comers  were  furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the 
contractor.  The  circular  edgestone  was  furnished  by  the  city 
on  the  line  of  the  work.  All  other  materials  were  furnished  by 
the  contractor. 

Barbara  street,  from  South  Huntington  avenue  to  Centre 
street,  is  about  343  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing 
the  surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  Thomas  Kelly  Com- 
pany October  23,  1914.  Work  was  begun  April  2,  1915,  and 
completed  May  15,  1915.  It  is  a  thirty-six  (36)  foot  street  with 
a  six  (6)  inch  tar  macadam  roadway,  flagging  crosswalks, 
granite  edgestone  and  artificial  stone  sidewalks,  six  (6)  feet  in 
width,  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty.  The 
straight  edgestone,  corners  and  flagging  was  furnished  by  the 
city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor.  The  circular  edgestone  was 
furnished  by  the  city  on  the  line  of  the  work.  All  other  materials 
were  furnished  by  the  contractor. 

Basto  terrace,  from  South  street  about  332  feet  northerly. 
The  contract  for  constructing  the  surface  of  this  street  was 
awarded  to  the  Charles  J.  Jacobs  Company  April  5,  1915. 
Work  was  begun  May  14,  1915,  and  completed  June  17,  1915. 
It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot  street  with  a  six  (6)  inch  tar  macadam 
roadway,  flagging  crosswalks,  granite  edgestone  and  artificial 
stone  sidewalks  seven  (7)  feet  in  width,  laid  under  a  five  (5) 
year  maintenance  guaranty.  A  portion  of  the  edgestone  was 
set  on  a  crushed  stone  and  concrete  foundation.  The  straight 
edgestone,  corners  and  flagging  were  furnished  by  the  city  and 
hauled  by  the  contractor.  The  circular  edgestone  was  furnished 
by  the  city  on  the  line  of  the  work.  All  other  material  was 
furnished  by  the  contractor. 

Birch  street,  from  Penfleld  stieet  to  Dudley  avenue,  is  about 
1,074  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the  surface 
of  this  street  was  awarded  A.  H.  Archer  July  29,  1915.  Work 
was  begun  August  3,  1915,  and  completed  October  25,  1915.  It 
is  a  thirty-five  (35)  foot  street  with  a  two  (2)  inch  bitulithic 
pavement  laid  on  a  six  (6)  inch  Portland  cement  concrete  base 
from  Penfield  street  to  Albano  street,  and  from  Albano  street 
307  feet  northeast  of  Dudley  avenue,  and  a  six  (6)  inch  tar 
macadam  roadway  with  three  (3)  foot  granite  block  gutters 
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from  about  307  feet  northeast  of  Dudley  avenue  to  Dudley 
avenue,  granite  edgestone  and  artificial  stone  sidewalks  seven 
(7)  feet  in  width.  The  bitulithic  pavement  and  artificial  stone 
sidewalks  were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty. 
The  straight  edgestone,  comers  and  paving  blocks  were 
furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor.  The  cir- 
cular edgestone  was  furnished  by  the  city  on  the  line  of  the 
work.    All  other  materials  was  furnished  by  the  contractor. 

Bourneside  street,  from  Park  street  to  Melville  avenue,  is 
about  780  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the 
surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  James  Doherty  November 
11,  1914.  Work  was  begun  November  16,  1914,  and  suspended 
December  7, 1914 ;  work  was  resumed  March  19, 1915,  and  com- 
pleted April  10, 1915.  It  is  a  fifty  (50)  foot  street  with  a  six  (6) 
inch  tar  macadam  roadway,  flagging  crosswalks,  granite  edge- 
stone. The  easterly  sidewalk  is  eight  (8)  feet  in  width,  consist- 
ing of  crushed  stone,  froni  Park  street  to  within  150  feet  north 
of  Melville  avenue;  the  remaining  distance  is  artificial  stone. 
The  westerly  sidewalk  consists  of  a  five  (5)  foot  artificial 
stone  walk  and  a  ten  (10)  foot  loam  space.  The  artificial 
stone  sidewalks  were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance 
guaranty.  The  work,  excepting  the  artificial  stone  sidewalks 
and  loam  spaces,  was  completed  during  the  season  of  1914. 
The  sidewalks  were  laid  this  year,  the  contractor  furnishing 
all  the  materials. 

Bradwood  street,  from  Colberg  avenue  to  Belgrade  avenue,  is 
about  872  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the 
surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  Martino  DeMatteo  &  Co. 
April  22,  1915.  Work  was  begun  June  11,  1915,  and  completed 
July  28,  1915.  It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot  street  with  a  six  (6)  inch 
tar  macadam  roadway,  flagging  crosswalks,  granite  edgestone 
and  artificial  stone  sidewalks  seven  (7)  feet  in  width,  laid  under 
a  five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty.  A  portion  of  the 
edgestone  was  set  on  crushed  stone  and  concrete  foundation. 
The  straight  edgestone  and  corners  were  furnished  by  the 
city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor.  The  circular  edgestone 
was  furnished  by  the  city  on  the  line  of  the  work.  All  other 
materials  were  furnished  by  the  contractor. 

Brunswick  street,  from  Blue  Hill  avenue  to  Normandy  street, 
is  about  639  feet  in  length.  This  street  is  being  constructed 
in  part  by  the  Paving  Service  forces.  Work  was  begun  Septem- 
ber 14,  1915,  and  suspended  December  29,  1915.  The  work 
done  this  year  consisted  of  excavating  and  setting  edgestone. 
Work  will  be  resumed  in  the  spring. 

Burton  street,  from  Washington  street  to  Bellamy  street,  is 
about  817  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the 
surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  the  Charles  J.  Jacobs 
Company  June  7,  1915.  Work  was  begun  June  11,  1915,  and 
completed  August  13,  1915.  It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot  street,  with 
seven  (7)  foot  artificial  stone  sidewalks,  laid  under  a  five  (5) 
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year  maintenance  guaranty.  It  has  a  six  (6)  inch  asphalt 
macadam  roadway.  The  city  furnished  the  straight  and 
circular  edgestone,  corners,  flagging  and  paving  blocks  and  the 
contractor  hauled  the  same.  The  contractor  furnished  all  other 
materials  necessary  to  do  the  work. 

Castlegate  road,  from  Blue  Hill  avenue  to  Normandy  street, 
is  about  462  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the 
surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  the  Roman  Road  Company 
November  11,  1914.  Work  was  begun  July  1,  1915,  and 
completed  August  20,  1915.  It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot  street  with 
a  Roman  Road  roadway,  granite  edgestone,  flagging  crosswalks 
and  seven  (7)  foot  artificial  stone  sidewalks.  The  straight 
edgestone,  corners,  flagging  and  paving  blocks  were  furnished 
by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor.  The  circular  edge- 
stone was  furnished  by  the  city  on  the  line  of  the  work.  All 
other  materials  were  furnished  by  the  contractor.  The  roadway 
and  sidewalks  were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance 
guaranty.  The  Roman  Road  is  a  bituminous  covered  concrete 
pavement  consisting  of  five  (5)  inch  concrete  base,  roughly 
floated  at  the  top  and  thoroughly  coated  with  bitumen;  upon 
this  surface  is  spread  a  layer  of  crushed  trap  rock  of  such  depth 
that  when  compressed  by  rolling  it  will  form,  combined  with  the 
bitumen,  a  surface  one-half  (|)  inch  in  thickness. 

Chapin  avenue,  froin  Mt.  Vernon  street  to  Preston  road,  is 
about  499  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the 
surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  the  John  Kelly  Company 
July  20,  1915.  Work  was  begun  July  29,  1915,  and  completed 
December  11,  1915.  It  is  a  street  varying  in  width  from  thirty 
(30)  to  forty-two  (42)  feet,  with  a  six  (6)  inch  tar  macadam 
roadway  fifteen  (15)  feet  in  width,  two  and  one-half  (2|)  foot 
granite  block  gutters,  granite  edgestone  and  artificial  stone 
sidewalks,  varying  in  width  from  five  (5)  feet  to  twelve  (12) 
feet,  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty.  A 
wooden  fence  about  178  feet  in  length  was  built  on  the  south- 
erly side  of  the  street.  The  straight  edgestone  and  granite 
paving  blocks  were  furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the 
contractor.  The  circular  edgestone  was  furnished  by  the 
city  on  the  line  of  the  work.  All  other  material  was  furnished 
by  the  contractor. 

Chase  street,  from  East  Cottage  street  to  Willis  street,  is 
about  305  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the 
surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  (he  Central  Construction 
Company  June  16,  1915.  Work  was  begun  June  29,  1915,  and 
completed  July  15,  1915.  It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot  street  with 
seven  (7)  foot  artificial  stone  sidewalks,  the  greater  part  of 
which  was  constructed  before  the  contractor  entered  the  street. 
The  remaining  walk  was  furnished  and  laid  and  the  roadway 
paved  with  Trinidad  asphalt  on  a  six  (6)  nch  concrete  base. 
The  roadway  and  sidewalks  were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year 
maintenance  guaranty.     The  straight  edgestone  and  flagging 
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were  furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor.  The 
circular  edgestone  was  furnished  by  the  city  on  the  line  of  the 
work.  The  contractor  furnished  all  other  material  necessary 
to  do  the  work  and  hauled  all  surplus  material  to  the  Hancock 
Street  Paving  Yard. 

Chestnut  street,  from  Brimmer  street  to  the  Charles  River 
Embankment,  is  about  310  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for 
constructing  the  surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  the 
Jeremiah  J.  McCarthy  Company  April  1,  1915.  Work  was 
begun  April  5,  1915,  and  completed  May  15,  1915.  It  is  a 
forty  (40)  foot  street,  with  an  asphalt  macadam  roadway  and 
artificial  stone  sidewalks,  the  walk  on  the  northerly  side  being 
eight  (8)  feet  in  width  and  that  on  the  southerly  side  five  (5) 
feet.  These  sidewalks  were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  mainte- 
nance guaranty.  The  straight  edgestone,  corners  and  flagging 
were  furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor.  The 
circular  edgestone  was  furnished  by  the  city  on  the  line  of  the 
work.  The  contractor  furnished  all  other  materials  necessary 
to  do  the  work.  The  contractor  hauled  the  surplus  materials 
to  the  Massachusetts  avenue  lot,  with  the  exception  of  a  few 
paving  blocks,  which  were  hauled  to  the  North  End  Paving 
Yard. 

Claxton  street,  from  Blue  Hill  avenue  to  Callender  street,  is 
about  1,203  feet  in  width.  The  contract  for  constructing  the 
surface  of  this  was  awarded  to  the  D.  M.  Biggs  Company  July 
2,  1915.  Work  was  begun  July  6,  1915,  and  completed  Septem- 
ber 15,  1915.  It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot  street  with  a  twenty-six 
(26)  foot  roadway,  having  a  one  and  one-half  (1|)  inch  Trinidad 
asphalt  wearing  surface,  one  and  one-half  (1|)  inch  bituminous 
binder  on  a  six  (6)  inch  Portland  cement  concrete  base,  granite 
edgestone,  flagging  crosswalks  and  a  seven  (7)  foot  artificial 
stone  sidewalk.  The  straight  edgestone  corners  and  flagging 
were  furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor.  The 
circular  edgestone  was  furnished  by  the  city  on  the  line  of  the 
work.  All  other  material  was  furnished  by  the  contractor. 
The  roadway  and  sidewalks  were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year 
maintenance  guaranty. 

Claybourne  street,  from  Park  street  to  210  feet  south  of  Dakota 
street,  is  about  918  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  con- 
structing the  surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  James 
Doherty,  July  2,  1915.  Work  was  begun  July  9,  1915,  and 
completed  September  10,  1915.  It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot  street 
with  a  twenty-six  (26)  foot  roadway,  having  a  two  (2)  inch 
bitulithic  wearing  surface  on  a  six  (6)  inch  Portland  cement 
concrete  base  and  a  seven  (7)  foot  artificial  stone  sidewalk. 
The  edgestone  laid  on  the  west  side  is  laid  on  a  crushed  stone 
and  concrete  foundation.  The  straight  edgestone  and  paving 
blocks  were  furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor. 
The  circular  edgestone  was  furnished  by  the  city  on  the  line  of 
the  work.     All  other  materials  were  furnished  by  the  contractor. 
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The  contractor  hauled  the  surplus  excavation  to  the  Mill  street 
dump.  The  artificial  stone  sidewalks  and  bitulithic  roadway 
were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty. 

Convent  path,  from  Breed  street  to  Gladstone  street,  is  about 
106  feet  in  length.  A  contract  to  build  concrete  walls  and  steps, 
iron  fences  and  hand  rails  and  a  tile  underdrain  under  a  five  (5) 
year  maintenance  guaranty,  was  awarded  to  James  Doherty 
April  26,  1915.  Work  was  begun  April  29,  1915,  and  completed 
June  23,  1915.  The  steps  and  sidewalks  are  15  feet  wide  and 
about  93  feet  long  and  cover  a  difference  in  elevation  of  over  42 
feet.  The  contractor  also  set  the  edgestone,  paved  the  granite 
block  gutters  and  furnished  and  laid  artificial  stone  sidewalks 
at  the  top  and  bottom  of  the  steps.  The  contractor  furnished 
all  the  materials  and  did  all  the  work,  which  included  con- 
siderable grading. 

Cornell  street,  from  Orange  street  to  Colberg  avenue,  is  about 
1,393  feet  in  length.  This  street  was  rough  graded  in  parts 
and  made  safe  for  travel  by  the  Paving  Service  forces.  Work 
was  begun  December  4,  1915,  and  completed  December  29,  1915. 

Crandall  street,  from  Augustus  avenue  to  Hillside  avenue,  is 
about  407  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the 
surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  Martino  DeMatteo  June 
23,  1915.  Work  was  begun  September  21,  1915,  and  completed 
November  2,  1915.  It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot  street  with  a  six  (6) 
inch  tar  macadam  roadway,  granite  edgestone  and  artificial 
stone  sidewalks,  seven  (7)  feet  in  width,  laid  under  a  five  (5) 
year  maintenance  guaranty.  A  portion  of  the  edgestone  was 
set  on  a  crushed  stone  and  concrete  foundation.  The  straight 
edgestone  and  corners  were  furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled  by 
the  contractor.  The  circular  edgestone  was  furnished  by  the 
city  on  the  line  of  the  work.  All  other  materials  were  furnished 
by  the  contractor. 

Dane  street,  from  Holbrook  street  to  Orchard  street,  is  about 
598  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the  surface  of 
this  street  was  awarded  to  the  Charles  J.  Jacobs  Company 
September  16,  1915.  Work  was  begun  September  20,  1915, 
and  completed  November  24,  1915.  It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot 
street  with  an  asphalt  pavement,  consisting  of  one  and  one  half 
(1^)  inch  wearing  surface  and  one  and  one  half  (1|)  inch  bitu- 
minous concrete  binder  laid  on  a  six  (6)  inch  Portland  cement 
concrete  base  and  granite  block  brows  laid  on  a  six  (6)  inch 
Portland  cement  concrete  base  with  cement  grout  joints.  The 
existing  edgestone  was  reset  and  new  edgestone  set.  With  the 
exception  of  existing  artificial  stone  sidewalks  on  the  southerly 
side  near  Dunster  road,  which  were  allowed  to  remain,  seven  (7) 
foot  sidewalks  with  four  and  one  half  (4|)  foot  artificial  stone 
walks  with  seeded  loam  spaces  were  constructed  from  Holbrook 
street  to  Dunster  road  on  the  north  side  and  to  Aid  worth  street 
on  the  south  side.  The  remainder  of  the  artificial  stone  side- 
walks to  Orchard  street  are  seven  (7)  feet  in  width.     Granite 
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edgestone  and  artificial  stone  sidewalks,  five  (5)  feet  to  seven  (7) 
feet  in  width,  were  also  extended  on  the  northerly  side  to  about 
100  feet  east  of  Holbrook  street.  The  asphalt  pavement  and 
artificial  stone  sidewalks  were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  main- 
tenance guaranty.  The  corners  and  paving  blocks  were  fur- 
nished by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor.  The  circular 
edgestone  was  furnished  by  the  city  on  the  line  of  the  work. 
All  other  materials  were  furnished  by  the  contractor. 

Deering  road,  from  Blue  Hill  avenue  to  Harvard  street,  is 
about  1,410  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the 
surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  J.  C.  Coleman  &  Sons 
Company  December  24,  1914.  Work  was  begun  January  6, 
1915,  and  completed  June  5,  1915.  It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot 
street  with  a  six  (6)  inch  asphalt  macadam  roadway,  granite 
edgestone,  flagging  crosswalks  and  seven  (7)  foot  artificial 
stone  sidewalks.  A  part  of  the  edgestone  on  the  south  side  is 
laid  on  a  concrete  foundation.  The  straight  edgestone,  corners 
and  flagging  were  furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the 
contractor.  The  circular  edgestone  was  furnished  by  the  city 
on  the  line  of  the  work.  All  other  materials  were  furnished  by 
the  contractor.  The  contractor  hauled  the  surplus  material 
to  Morton  street.  The  artificial  stone  sidewalks  were  laid  under 
a  five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty. 

Dempster  street,  from  Ruggies  street  to  Halleck  street,  is  about 
812  feet  in  length.  A  contract  for  constructing  the  surface  of 
this  street  was  awarded  to  Simpson  Brothers  Corporation 
November  30,  1914.  Work  was  begun  March  26,  1915,  and 
completed  June  4,  1915.  It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot  street  with  seven 
(7)  foot  sidewalks.  The  sidewalks  on  the  westerly  side  of  the 
street  from  Ruggies  street  to  the  bend  consists  of  artificial 
stone  and  the  remaining  sidewalks  are  brick.  The  roadway  is 
paved  with  Hassam  block  on  a  six  (6)  inch  concrete  base.  The 
straight  edgestone  flagging  and  corners  were  furnished  by  the 
city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor,  and  the  circular  edgestone 
and  sidewalk  bricks  were  furnished  by  the  city  on  the  line  of  the 
work.  The  contractor  furnished  all  other  materials  necessary 
to  do  the  work.  The  contractor  also  built  two  concrete  retain- 
ing walls  ^vith  wooden  fences  near  Ruggies  street.  The  artificial 
stone  sidewalks  were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance 
guaranty. 

Dunlap  street,  from  Washington  street  to  Whitfield  street,  is 
about  804  feet  in  length.  This  street,  with  the  exception  of  the 
asphalt  surface  and  binder  and  artificial  stone  sidewalk,  was 
constructed  by  the  Paving  Service  forces.  Work  was  begun 
September  24,  1915,  and  completed  December  16,  1915.  It  is  a 
thirty  (30)  foot  street  with  a  twenty  (20)  foot  roadway,  having 
a  one  and  one  half  (1|)  inch  Trinidad  asphalt  wearing  surface, 
one  and  one  half  (1|)  inch  bituminous  binder  on  a  six  (6)  inch 
cement  concrete  base,  part  granite  edgestone,  fiagging  crosswalks 
and  a  five  (5)  foot  artificial  stone  sidewalk.     A  contract  for 
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laying  the  asphalt  roadway  and  artificial  stone  sidewalk  was 
awarded  to  William  J.  Rafferty  &  Company  December  30,  1915. 
Work  was  begmi  December  23,  1915,  and  suspended  December 
28,  1915,  when  the  asphalt  roadway  was  laid.  Work  will  be 
resumed  in  the  spring,  when  the  artificial  stone  sidewalks  will 
be  constructed. 

East  First  street,  from  West  First  street  to  H  street,  is  about 
695  feet  in  length.  This  street  is  being  constructed  bj^  the 
Paving  Service  forces.  Work  was  begun  October  19,  1915,  and 
suspended  December  29,  1915.  It  is  a  fifty  (50)  foot  street 
with  brick  sidewalks,  eight  (8)  feet  in  width,  granite  edge- 
stone  and  granite  block  roadway,  laid  on  a  gravel  base  with 
cement  grout  joints.  The  work  is  practically  completed  with 
the  exception  of  a  small  amount  of  paving  to  be  laid  when 
the  railroad  finishes  the  track  work.  The  contract  for  build- 
ing a  wall,  about  180  feet  in  length,  across  the  water  passage- 
way on  the  northerly  line  of  East  First  street,  and  furnishing 
the  material  to  fill  that  portion  of  the  dock  inclosed  by  the 
wall  was  awarded  to  John  Cashman  &  Sons  Company 
October  17,  1914.  Work  was  begun  October  26,  1914,  and 
completed  March  23,  1915.  The  work  done  this  season  con- 
sisted of  pointing  the  wall,  finishing  the  fence  and  completing 
the  fill. 

Edgeniont  street,  from  South  street  to  Ainsworth  street,  is 
about  512  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the 
surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  Martino  DeMatteo 
October  17,  1914.  Work  was  begun  October  30,  1914,  sus- 
pended December  9,  1914,  resumed  May  8,  1915,  and  com- 
pleted May  10,  1915.  Work  was  practically  completed  in 
1914.  The  work  done  this  season  consisted  of  rolling  and 
sealing  the  macadam  roadway  with  tar  binder  furnished  by 
the  contractor. 

Elgin  street,  from  Centre  street  to  West  Roxbury  Branch 
Railroad,  is  about  598  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  con- 
structing the  surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  the  Charles  J. 
Jacobs  Company  September  20,  1915.  Work  was  begun 
October  11,  1915,  and  suspended  December  7,  1915.  It  is  a 
forty  (40)  foot  street  with  an  asphalt  pavement  of  one  and 
one-half  (1|)  inch  wearing  surface  and  one  and  one-half  (1|) 
inch  bituminous  concrete  binder,  laid  on  a  six  (6)  inch  Portland 
cement  concrete  base,  with  granite  block  brows  laid  on  a 
six  (6)  inch  cement  concrete  base  with  cement  grout  joints, 
granite  edgestone  and  artificial  stone  sidewalks  seven  (7)  feet 
in  width.  The  asphalt  pavement  and  artificial  stone  sidewalks 
were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty.  The 
edgestone  was  furnished  in  part  by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the 
contractor  and  part  was  furnished  by  the  contractor.  The 
corners  were  furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor. 
The  circular  edgestone  was  furnished  by  the  city  on  the  line 
of  the  work;  all  other  material  was  furnished  by  the  contractor.

Fabyan  street,  from  Blue  Hill  avenue  to  Harvard  street,  is 
about  712  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the 
surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  Martino  DeMatteo 
November  11,  1914.  Work  was  begun  March  22,  1915,  and 
completed  May  29,  1915.  It  is  a  forty  foot  (40)  street  with  a 
twenty-six  (26)  foot  roadway,  having  a  one  and  one-half  (1|) 
inch  Trinidad  asphalt  wearing  surface,  one  and  one-half  (1|) 
inch  bituminous  concrete  binder  laid  on  a  six  (6)  inch  Port- 
land cement  concrete  base,  granite  edgestone,  flagging  cross- 
walks and  seven  (7)  foot  artificial  stone  sidewalks.  The 
straight  edgestone  was  furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled  by 
the  contractor.  The  circular  edgestone  was  furnished  by  the 
city  on  the  line  of  the  work.  All  other  materials  were  furnished 
by  the  contractor.  The  asphalt  pavement  and  artificial  stone 
sidewalks  were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty. 

Fletcher  street,  from  Centre  street  to  Montclair  avenue,  is 
about  268  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the 
surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  the  Charles  J.  Jacobs 
Company  June  11,  1915.  Work  was  begun  July  16,  1915,  and 
completed  September  10,  1915.  It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot  street 
with  a  six  (6)  inch  tar  macadam  roadway,  flagging  crosswalks, 
granite  edgestone  and  artificial  stone  sidewalks  seven  (7)  feet 
in  width,  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty. 
The  straight  edgestone,  flagging  and  paving  blocks  were  fur- 
nished by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor.  The  circular 
edgestone  was  furnished  by  the  city  on  the  Ime  of  the  work. 
All  other  materials  were  furnished  by  the  contractor. 

Frankfort  street,  from  Neptune  road  to  Bennington  street,  is 
about  947  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the 
surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  Martino  DeMatteo 
October  18,  1914.  Work  was  begun  October  20,  1914,  and 
suspended  January  16,  1915.  Work  was  resumed  March  29, 
1915,  and  completed  May  27,  1915.  It  is  a  fifty  (50)  foot 
street  with  a  six  (6)  inch  asphalt  macadam  roadway,  granite 
edgestone,  flagging  crosswalks  and  eight  (8)  foot  brick  side- 
walks. The  straight  eclgsetone,  flagging  and  paving  blocks 
were  furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor. 
The  circular  edgestone  and  sidewalk  bricks  were  furnished  by 
the  city  on  the  line  of  the  work.  All  other  materials  were 
furnished  by  the  contractor. 

Glendoiver  road,  from  Kittredge  street  to  Poplar  street,  is 
about  1,925  feet  in  length.  A  contract  for  constructing  the 
surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  the  Charles  J.  Jacobs  Com- 
pany September  20,  1915.  Work  was  begun  October  26,  1915, 
and  suspended  December  15,  1915.  It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot 
street  and  it  is  to  have  an  asphalt  pavement  taid  on  a  six  (6) 
inch  Portland  cement  concrete  base,  with  granite  block  brows 
laid  on  a  six  (6)  inch  cement  concrete  base,  with  cement  grout 
joints,  granite  edgestone  and  artificial  stone  sidewalks  seven 
(7)  feet  in  width.  A  portion  of  the  edgestone  is  set  on  a  con- 
crete  and   crushed   stone  foundation.     This  street  has   been

constructed  for  a  distance  of  about  900  feet  from  Poplar  street 
this  season.  The  remainder  of  this  street  will  be  constructed 
as  soon  as  weather  permits.  The  straight  edgestone  was 
furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor.  The 
circular  edgestone  was  furnished  by  the  city  on  the  line  of 
the  work.     All  other  materials  were  furnished  by  the  contractor. 

Grace  street,  from  Walton  street  to  Roslin  street,  is  about 
315  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the  surface 
of  this  street  was  awarded  to  the  D.  M.  Biggs  Company  June 
16,  1915.  Work  was  begun  June  22,  1915,  and  completed 
August  19,  1915.  It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot  street  with  a  twenty- 
six  (26)  foot  roadway,  having  a  two  (2)  inch  bitulithic  wearing 
surface  on  a  six  (6)  inch  Portland  cement  concrete  base,  granite 
edgestone,  flagging  crosswalks  and  seven  (7)  foot  artificial 
stone  sidewalks.  The  straight  edgestone,  corners  and  flagging 
were  furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor. 
The  circular  edgestone  was  furnished  by  the  city  on  the  line 
of  the  work.  All  other  materials  were  furnished  by  the  con- 
tractor. The  roadway  and  sidewalks  were  laid  under  a  five 
(5)  year  maintenance  guaranty. 

Greenleaf  street,  from  Leon  street  to  Huntington  avenue,  is 
about  350  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the 
surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  John  F.  Beatty  November 
23,  1914.  Work  was  begun  December  2,  1914,  and  suspended 
January  4,  1915.  Work  was  resmned  April  27,  1915,  and 
completed  May  24,  1915.  It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot  street  with 
seven  (7)  foot  sidewalks,  the  south  side  being  artificial  stone, 
laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty,  the  other 
side  being  of  brick.  The  straight  edgestone  was  furnished  by 
the  city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor.  All  other  materials 
were  furnished  by  the  contractor.  The  roadway  was  paved 
with  granite  block,  pitch  joints,  on  a  six  (6)  inch  concrete  base. 
A  concrete  retaining  wall  and  fence  was  built  on  the  south  side 
of  the  street,  as  the  grade  of  the  street  was  raised  considerably 
in  constructing  the  roadway. 

Hamlet  street,  from  Columbia  road  to  Belden  street,  is  about 
420  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the  surface 
of  this  street  was  awarded  to  the  Central  Construction  Com- 
pany June  7,  1915.  Work  was  begun  June  28,  1915,  and 
completed  July  22,  1915.  It  is  a  thirty  (30)  foot  street  with  a 
twenty  (20)  foot  roadway,  having  a  one  and  one-half  (1|) 
inch  Trinidad  asphalt  wearing  surface,  one  and  one-half  (1|) 
inch  bituminous  binder  and  a  six  (6)  inch  Portland  cement 
concrete  base,  granite  edgestone  and  five  (5)  foot  artificial 
stone  sidewalk^  and  flagging  crosswalks.  The  straight  edge- 
stone and  corners  were  furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled  by 
the  contractor.  The  circular  edgestone  was  furnished  by  the 
city  on  the  line  of  the  work.  All  other  materials  were  fur- 
nished by  the  contractor.  The  roadway  and  sidewalks  were 
laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty. 

Harvard  street,  from  Morton  street  to  Deering  road,  is  about 
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793  feet  in  length.  The  Paving  Service  forces  are  now  at 
work  constructing  this  street.  Work  was  begun  September 
21,  1915,  and  suspended  December  29,  1915.  The  work  done 
this  year  consisted  of  widening,  removing  trees  and  rough 
grading. 

Haslet  street,  from  Amherst  street  to  Metcalf  street  (not 
including  intersection  of  Pinehurst  street),  is  about  508  feet  in 
length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the  surface  of  this  street 
was  awarded  to  the  Charles  J.  Jacobs  Company  July  24,  1915. 
Work  was  begun  September  13,  1915,  and  completed  October 
30,  1915.  It  is  a  thirty-five  (35)  foot  street  with  a  six  (6)  inch 
tar  macadam  roadway,  granite  edgestone  and  artificial  stone 
sidewalks  six  (6)  feet  in  width,  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  main- 
tenance guaranty.  The  circular  edgestone  and  corners  were 
furnished  by  the  city  on  the  line  of  the  work.  All  other  mate- 
rial was  furnished  by  the  contractor. 

Helen  street,  from  Talbot  avenue  to  Bernard  street,  is  about 
356  feet  in  length.  The  surface  of  this  street,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  asphalt  wearing  surface  and  binder  and  artificial 
stone  sidewalk,  was  constructed  by  the  Paving  Service  forces. 
Work  was  begun  September  10,  1915,  and  completed  October 
28,  1915.  It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot  street  with  a  twenty-six  (26) 
foot  roadway,  having  one  and  one-half  (1|)  inch  Trinidad 
asphalt  wearing  surface,  one  and  one-half  (1|)  inch  bituminous 
concrete  binder  on  a  six  (6)  inch  Portland  cement  concrete 
base,  granite  edgestone,  flagging  crosswalks  and  seven  (7)  foot 
artificial  stone  sidewalks.  A  contract  for  laying  the  asphalt 
pavement  and  artificial  stone  sidewalks  was  awarded  to  James 
Doherty  October  22,  1915.  Work  was  begun  November  1, 
1915,  and  completed  November  28,  1915.  The  contractor 
furnished  all  materials  necessary  to  do  the  work.  The  asphalt 
pavement  and  sidewalks  were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  main- 
tenance guaranty. 

Herbert  street,  from  Park  street  to  West  Tremlett  street,  is 
about  357  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the 
surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  James  Doherty  December 
11,  1914.  Work  was  begun  March  22,  1915,  and  completed 
April  22,  1915.  It  is  a  twenty-one  (21)  foot  street  with  a  six 
(6)  inch  asphalt  macadam  roadway,  granite  edgestone,  flagging 
crosswalks  and  artificial  stone  sidewalks  three  and  one  quarter 
(3j)  feet  in  width.  The  straight  edgestone,  corners,  flagging 
and  paving  blocks  were  furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the 
contractor.  All  other  materials  were  furnished  by  the  con- 
tractor. The  artificial  stone  sidewalks  were  laid  under  a  five 
(5)  year  maintenance  guaranty.  « 

Hill  Top  street,  from  Granite  avenue  to  Hallet  street,  is  about 
1,990  feet  in  length.     The  surface  of  this  street  is  being  rough 
graded  by  the  Paving  Service  forces.     Work  was  begun  Sep-^ 
tember  21,  1915,  and  suspended  December  29,  1915.     It  is  a* 
fifty  (50)  foot  street  with  a  thirty-four  (34)  foot  roadway.

Hillcrest  street,  from  Elgin  street  to  Temple  street.  The 
contract  for  excavating  and  grading  this  street  was  awarded  to 
T.  Ross  &  Sons  January  11,  1915.  Work  was  begmi  January 
11,  1915,  and  completed  August  22,  1915.  This  street,  from 
Temple  street  across  Lorette  street,  a  length  of  about  261  feet, 
was  graded  and  earth  and  rock  excavated. 

Hopestill  street,  from  Aspinwall  road  to  Southern  avenue,  is 
about  316  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the 
surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  the  Charles  J.  Jacobs 
Company  May  6,  1915.  Work  was  begun  May  12,  1915,  and 
completed  May  29,  1915.  It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot  street  with  a 
twenty-six  (26)  foot  roadway,  having  a  one  and  one-half  (1|) 
inch  Trinidad  asphalt  wearing  surface  and  one  and  one-half  (1|) 
inch  bituminous  binder  on  a  six  (6)  inch  Portland  cement  con- 
crete base,  granite  edgestone,  flagging  crosswalks  and  seven  (7) 
foot  sidewalks,  part  full  width  artificial  stone  and  part  having 
four  and  one  half  (4^)  feet  artificial  stone  and  a  loam  space. 
The  straight  edgestone  was  furnished  by  the  city  and  all  other 
materials  were  furnished  by  the  contractor.  The  sidewalk  and 
roadway  were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty. 

Howitt  road,  from  Bellevue  street  to  La  Grange  street,  is 
about  908  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the 
surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  the  Charles  J.  Jacobs 
Company  June  11,  1915.  Work  was  begun  June  16,  1915,  and 
completed  September  4,  1915.  It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot  street 
with  a  six  (6)  inch  tar  macadam  roadway,  flagging  crosswalks, 
granite  edgestone  and  seven  (7)  foot  sidewalks,  having  a  four 
and  one-half  (4|)  foot  artificial  stone  walk  and  seeded  loam  space. 
The  artificial  stone  sidewalks  were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year 
maintenance  guaranty.  The  straight  edgestone,  corners  and 
flagging  and  paving  blocks  were  furnished  by  the  city  and 
hauled  by  the  contractor.  All  other  materials  were  furnished 
by  the  contractor. 

Rowland  street,  from  Harold  street  to  428  feet  easterly.  The 
contract  for  constructing  the  surface  of  this  street  was  awarded 
to  John  F.  Beatty  December  8,  1914.  Work  was  begun  June  2, 
1915,  and  completed  August  7,  1915.  It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot 
street  with  seven  (7)  foot  sidewalks  and  a  roadway  of  two  (2) 
inch  bitulithic  pavement  laid  on  a  six  (6)  inch  Portland  cement 
concrete  base.  The  sidewalks  were  constructed  of  artificial 
stone  and  both  the  roadway  and  sidewalks  were  laid  under 
a  five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty.  The  city  furnished  the 
straight  edgestone,  flagging  crosswalks  and  gTanite  blocks  and 
the  contractor  hauled  the  same.  The  contractor  furnished  all 
other  materials  necessary  to  do  the  work. 

Idlewild  street,  from  Commonwealth  avenue  to  Brainerd 
road,  is  about  384  feet  in  length.  A  contract  for  constructing 
the  surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  the  Charles  J.  Jacobs 
Company  June  23,  1915.  Work  was  begun  July  24,  1915,  and 
completed  September  3,  1915.    This  is  a  forty  (40)  foot  street 
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with  seven  (7)  foot  artificial  stone  sidewalks.  The  roadway- 
consists  of  a  two  (2)  inch  bitulithic  pavement  laid  on  a  six  (6) 
inch  concrete  base.  The  contractor  set  the  edgestone  and 
corners,  laid  flagging  crosswalks  on  a  six  (6)  inch  concrete  base. 
The  roadway  and  sidewalks  were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year 
maintenance  guaranty.  The  straight  edgestone,  corners,  flag- 
ging and  paving  blocks  were  furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled 
by  the  contractor.  All  other  materials  were  furnished  by  the 
contractor. 

Intervale  street,  from  Columbia  road  to  Normandy  street,  is 
about  1,370  feet, in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the 
surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  J.  C.  Coleman  Sons 
Company  January  2,  1915.  Work  was  begun  March  12,  1915, 
and  completed  May  12,  1915.  It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot  street 
with  a  six  (6)  inch  tar  macadam  roadway,  three  (3)  foot  granite 
block  gutters,  flagging  crosswalks  and  artificial  stone  sidewalks. 
The  straight  edgestone,  comers,  flagging  and  paving  blocks 
were  furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor. 
All  other  materials  were  furnished  by  the  contractor.  The 
artificial  stone  sidewalks  were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  main- 
tenance guaranty. 

Jeivett  street,  from  Neponset  avenue  to  Mt.  Hope  street,  is 
about  756  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the 
surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  Martino  DeMatteo 
October  27,  1914.  Work  was  begun  November  16,  1914,  and 
suspended  December  18,  1914.  Work  was  resumed  March  8, 
1915,  and  completed  May  6,  1915.  This  street  is  from  twenty 
(20)  to  twenty-three  (23)  feet  in  width  and  has  a  six  (6)  inch 
tar  macadam  roadway,  granite  edgestone,  flagging  crosswalks 
and  artificial  stone  sidewalks,  part  three  and  one  half  (3|)  and 
part  four  (4)  feet  in  width,  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  mainte- 
nance guaranty.  The  work  done  this  year  consisted  of  con- 
structing roadway  and  sidewalks,  material  for  which  was  fur- 
nished by  the  contractor. 

Jones  avenue,  from  Mascot  street  to  Ballou  avenue,  is  about 
993  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the  surface 
of  this  street  was  awarded  to  James  Doherty  November  3, 
1915.  Work  was  begun  November  9,  1915,  and  suspended 
December  4,  1915.  It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot  street  with  a  twenty- 
six  (26)  foot  roadway,  having  a  one  and  one-half  (1|)  inch 
Trinidad  asphalt  wearing  surface  and  one  and  one-half  (1|) 
inch  bituminous  binder  on  a  six  (6)  inch  Portland  cement  con- 
crete base,  granite  edgestone,  flagging  crosswalks  and  artificial 
stone  sidewalks.  The  roadway  and  sidewalks  have  been 
graded  and  the  edgestone  has  been  set  from  Jones  avenue  to 
Jacobs  street.  The  fill  has  been  made  from  Jacobs  street  to 
Mascot  street  and  a  temporary  fence  constructed  to  close  this 
part  of  the  street  during  the  winter.  A  part  of  the- fill  was 
made  by  the  Paving  Service  forces  before  the  contract  for  con- 
struction was  let. 
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Juliette  street,  from  Fox  street  to  Homes  avenue,  is  about 
528  feet  in  length.  The  surface  of  this  street,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  artificial  stone  sidewalk,  was  constructed  by  the 
Paving  Service  forces.  Work  was  begun  October  26,  1914,  and 
completed  April  24,  1915.  It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot  street  with  a 
six  (6)  inch  tar  macadam  roadway,  granite  block  gutters, 
granite  edgestone  and  flagging  crosswalks.  The  sidew^alk  on  the 
east  side  is  seven  (7)  feet  wide,  full  mdth  artificial  stone,  and 
on  the  west  side  full  width  to  about  180  feet  north  of  Homes 
avenue  and  the  remainder  with  a  four  (4)  foot  artificial  stone 
w^alk  and  a  loam  space.  The  contract  for  constructing  the 
artificial  stone  sidewalks  was  awarded  to  William  J.  Rafferty 
&  Co.  April  21,  1915.  Work  w^as  begun  May  10,  1915,  and 
completed  INIay  28,  1915.  All  material  for  sidew^alk  construc- 
tion was  furnished  by  the  contractor.  The  artificial  stone  side- 
walks were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty. 

Kenny  street,  from  Day  street  northerly  for  a  distance  of  about 
503  feet.  The  contract  for  constructing  the  surface  of  this 
street  was  aw^arded  to  James  Doherty  September  20,  1915. 
Work  w^as  begun  October  13,  1915,  and  completed  November 
10,  1915.  This  is  a  thirty  (30)  foot  street  wdth  a  twenty  (20) 
foot  roadwa}',  consisting  of  one  and  one-half  (H)  inch  Trinidad 
asphalt  wearing  sm'face,  one  and  one-half  (1|)  inch  bituminous 
binder  laid  on  a  six  (6)  inch  Portland  cement  concrete  base, 
granite  edgestone  and  artificial  stone  sidewalk  five  (5)  feet  in 
width.  The  sidewalks  and  roadway  w^ere  laid  under  a  five  (5) 
year  maintenance  guaranty.  The  straight  edgestone  was  fur- 
nished by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor.  All  other 
materials  necessary  to  do  the  work  were  furnished  by  the  con- 
tractor. The  contractor  also  built  a  wooden  fence  at  westerly 
end  of  the  street  w^here  the  grade  of  the  surrounding  lots  w'ere 
considerably  lower  than  the  street. 

Kittredge  street,  from  the  north  side  of  Rosecliff  street  to 
Metropolitan  avenue,  is  about  407  feet  in  length.  The  contract 
for  constructing  the  surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  tcf 
Martino  DeMatteo  October  27,  1914.  Work  was  begun 
March  29,  1915,  and  completed  June  21,  1915.  It  is  a  fifty 
(50)  foot  street  with  a  six  (6)  inch  tar  macadam  roadway,  three 
(3)  foot  granite  block  gutters,  flagging  crosswalks,  granite 
edgestone  and  artificial  stone  sidewalks  eight  (8)  feet  in  width, 
laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty.  The  straight 
edgestone,  flagging  and  granite  paving  blocks  were  fuiTiished 
by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor.  The  circular  edge- 
stone was  furnished  by  the  city  on  the  line  of  the  work.  All 
other  materials  were  furnished  by  the  contractor.  Repairs 
were  also  made  to  the  tar  macadam  between  Metropolitan 
avenue  and  Cornell  street,  due  to  openings. 

Leslie  street,  from  Dix  street  to  Centre  street,  is  about  378 
feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the  surface  of 
this  street  was  awarded  to  D.  M.  Biggs  July  16,  1915.     Work 
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was  begun  September  18, 1915,  and  completed  October  16, 1915. 
It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot  street  with  a  twenty-six  (26)  foot  roadway, 
having  a  one  and  one-half  (1|)  inch  Trinidad  asphalt  wearing 
surface  and  one  and  one-half  (U)  inch  bituminous  binder  laid 
on  a  six  (6)  inch  concrete  base,  granite  edgestone  and  seven  (7) 
foot  artificial  stone  sidewalks.  The  straight  edgestone  was 
furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor;  the  circular 
edgestone  was  furnished  by  the  city  on  the  line  of  the  work. 
All  other  materials  were  furnished  by  the  contractor.  The 
roadway  and  sidewalks  were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  main- 
tenance guaranty. 

Lingard  street,  from  Magnolia  street  to  Hartford  street,  is 
about  672  feet  in  length.  Work  was  begun  August  19,  1915, 
and  completed  September  17,  1915.  A  contract  to  construct 
the  surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  James  Doherty  July  16, 
1915.  It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot  street  with  a  twenty-six  (26) 
foot  roadway,  consisting  of  a  two  (2)  inch  bitulithic  pavement 
laid  on  a  six  (6)  inch  Portland  cement  concrete  base.  Artificial 
stone  sidewalks  were  constructed  seven  (7)  feet  in  width.  The 
straight  edgestone,  flagging  and  corners  were  furnished  by  the 
city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor.  All  other  materials  were 
furnished  by  the  contractor.  The  roadway  and  sidewalks 
were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty. 

Lithgow  street,  from  Talbot  avenue  to  Wainwright  street,  is 
about  682  feet  in  length.  A  contract  for  excavating  this  street 
was  awarded  to  Thomas  H.  Corrigan  June  28,  1915.  Work 
was  begun  July  12,  1915,  and  completed  September  8,  1915. 
The  surplus  excavation  was  hauled  to  Hill  Top  street. 

Lockwood  street,  from  Metropolitan  avenue  to  Huntington 
avenue,  is  about  577  feet  in  length.  A  contract  for  construct- 
ing the  surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  James  Doherty 
November  6,  1914.  Work  was  begun  April  13,  1915,  and 
completed  May  25,  1915.  It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot  street  with  a 
six  (6)  inch  tar  macadam  roadway,  flagging  crosswalks,  granite 
edgestone  and  artificial  stone  sidewalks  seven  (7)  feet  in  width, 
laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty. ,  The  straight 
edgestone,  flagging,  corners  and  paving  blocks  were  furnished 
by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor.  The  circular  edge- 
stone was  furnished  by  the  city  on  the  line  of  the  work.  All 
other  materials  were  furnished  by  the  contractor. 

Long  avenue,  from  Commonwealth  avenue  to  Allston  street, 
is  about  790  feet  in  length.  A  contract  for  constructing  the 
surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  the  Central  Construction 
Company  November  2,  1914.  Work  was  begun  November  4, 
1914,  and  suspended  December  15,  1914.  Work  was  resumed 
March  26,  1915,  and  completed  April  23,  1915.  It  is  a  forty  (40) 
foot  street  with  a  twenty-six  (26)  foot  roadway,  consisting  of 
one  and  one-half  (1|)  inch  Trinidad  asphalt  wearing  surface 
and  one  and  one-half  (H)  inch  bituminous  binder  laid  on  a 
six  (6)  inch  Portland  cement  concrete  base,  straight  edgestone, 
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flagging  crosswalks  and  sidewalks  seven  feet  in  width.  The 
sidewalk  from  Commonwealth  avenue  to  Glenville  avenue  is 
full  width  artificial  stone,  and  from  Glenville  avenue  to  AUston 
street  the  sidewalk  consists  of  four  and  one  half  (4|)  feet  arti- 
ficial stone  and  two  and  one  half  (2|)  feet  loam  space.  The 
straight  edgestone,  flagging,  corners  and  paving  blocks  were 
furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor.  The 
circular  edgestone  was  furnished  by  the  city  on  the  line  of  the 
work.  All  other  materials  were  furnished  by  the  contractor. 
The  roadway  and  sidewalks  were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year 
maintenance  guaranty. 

Lorenzo  street,  from  Walnut  street  to  Woodworth  street,  is 
about  431  feet  in  length.  The  surface  of  this  street,  with  the 
exception  of  the  artificial  stone  sidewalks,  was  constructed  by 
the  Paving  Service  forces.  Work  was  begun  March  22,  1915, 
and  completed  May  25,  1915.  It  is  a  thirty  (30)  foot  street 
with  five  (5)  foot  sidewalks  from  Walnut  street  to  Berry  street 
and  a  twenty  (20)  foot  street  with  three  and  one-half  (3|)  foot 
sidewalks  from  Berry  street  to  Woodworth  street,  with  a  six 
(6)  inch  tar  macadam  roadway,  granite  edgestone,  flagging 
crosswalks,  granite  block  gutters  and  artificial  stone  sidewalks. 
A  contract  for  constructing  artificial  stone  sidewalks  was 
awarded  to  the  D.  M.  Biggs  Company  June  25,  1915.  Work 
was  begun  June  28,  1915,  and  completed  July  9,  1915.  The 
artificial  stone  sidewalks  were  laicl  under  a  five  (5)  year 
maintenance  guaranty.  All  material  for  the  artificial  stone 
sidewalks  was  furnished  by  the  contractor. 

Lorette  street,  from  Centre  street  to  Hillcrest  street,  is  about 
504  feet  in  length.  The  Paving  Service  forces  entered  this 
street  November  22,  1915,  and  graded  the  sidewalks  so  as  to 
make  the  street  passable  for  pedestrians.  Work  will  be  resumed 
in  the  spring. 

Lothrop  street,  from  Portsmouth  street  to  Market  street,  is 
about  550  feet  in  length.  This  street,  with  the  exception  of 
the  artificial  stone  sidewalks,  was  constructed  by  the  Paving- 
Service  forces.  Work  was  begun  May  14,  1915,  and  completed 
June  24,  1915.  It  is  a  twenty-five  (25)  foot  street  with  four  (4) 
foot  sidewalks,  granite  edgestone,  flagging  crosswalks  and 
bituminous  macadam  six  (6)  inches  in  depth.  A  contract  for 
constructing  the  artificial  stone  sidewalks  on  this  street  was 
awarded  to  A.  J.  &  G.  H.  McMurtry  August  6,  1915.  Work 
was  begun  August  27,  1915,  and  completed  September  2,  1915. 
The  sidewalks  were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance 
guaranty. 

Lucas  street,  from  Shawmut  avenue  to  Washington  street,  is 
about  342  feet  in  length.  This  street,  with  the  exception  of 
the  artificial  stone  sidewalks,  which  are  yet  unfinished,  was 
constructed  by  the  Paving  Service  forces.  Work  was  begun 
September  15,  1915,  and  completed  October  9,  1915.  The 
work  consisted   of  excavating,   setting  edgestone  and  laying

scoria  blocks  on  a  six  (6)  inch  cement  concrete  base.  A  con- 
tract for  constructing  artificial  stone  sidewalks  has  been  awarded 
to  the  John  Kelly  Company.  These  sidewalks  will  be  laid 
as  soon  as  weather  conditions  permit. 

Lyford  street,  from  Woodrow  avenue  to  Franklin  Field,  is 
about  420  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the 
surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  the  Charles  J.  Jacobs  Com- 
pany June  23,  1915.  Work  was  begun  August  25,  1915,  and 
is  practically  completed.  It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot  street  with  a 
six  (6)  inch  asphalt  macadam  roadway,  granite  edgestone, 
flagging  crosswalks,  granite  block  gutters  and  artificial  stone 
sidewalks  seven  (7)  feet  in  width.  The  straight  edgestone, 
flagging,  corners  and  paving  blocks  were  furnished  by  the  city 
and  hauled  by  the  contractor.  The  circular  edgestone  was 
furnished  by  the  city  on  the  line  of  the  work.  All  other  mate- 
rials were  furnished  by  the  contractor.  The  artificial  stone 
sidewalks  were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance 
guaranty. 

Mackin  street,  from  Western  avenue  to  Waverly  street,  is 
about  303  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the 
surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  A.  H.  Archer  September 
11,  1915.  Work  was  begun  October  7,  1915,  and  completed 
November  27,  1915.  It  is  a  thirty  (30)  foot  street  with  a 
twenty  (20)  foot  roadway,  consisting  of  a  two  (2)  inch  bitulithic 
pavement  laid  on  a  six  (6)  inch  Portland  cement  concrete  base, 
granite  edgestone,  flagging  crosswalks  and  artificial  stone  side- 
walks five  (5)  feet  in  width.  The  straight  edgestone,  flagging, 
corners  and  paving  blocks  were  furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled 
by  the  contractor.  All  other  materials  were  furnished  by  the 
contractor.  The  roadway  and  sidewalks  were  laid  under  a 
five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty. 

Matchett  street,  from  Washington  street  for  a  distance  of  about 
853  feet.  This  street,  with  the  exception  of  the  artificial  stone 
sidewalks,  is  being  constructed  by  the  Paving  Service  forces. 
Work  was  begun  September  17,  1915,  and  suspended  December 
30,  1915.  The  work  done  this  year  consisted  of  excavation, 
there  being  quite  a  heavy  cut,  and  setting  edgestone.  A  con- 
tract for  constructing  artificial  stone  sidewalks  was  awarded 
to  Charles  J.  Jacobs  Company  November  22,  1915.  The  side- 
walks, together  with  the  remaining  work,  will  be  completed  as 
soon  as  weather  conditions  permit. 

May  hew  street,  from  Boston  street  to  Roseclair  street,  is  about 
863  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the  surface 
of  this  street  was  awarded  to  the  Charles  J.  Jacobs  Company 
May  29,  1915.  Work  was  begun  June  15,  1915,  and  completed 
August  7,  1915.  It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot  street  with  a  twenty-six 
(26)  foot  roadway,  consisting  of  one  and  one-half  (1^)  inch  Trin- 
idad asphalt,  one  and  one-half  (1^)  inch  bituminous  binder  on  a 
six  (6)  inch  Portland  cement  concrete  base,  granite  edgestone, 
flagging  crosswalks  and  artificial  stone  sidewalks  seven  (7)  feet 
in  width.     The  straight  edgestone,  corners  and  fiagging  were 
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furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor.  All  other 
materials  were  furnished  by  the  contractor.  The  roadway  and 
artificial  stone  sidewalks  were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  main- 
tenance guaranty. 

Melvinside  terrace,  from  Dorchester  avenue  to  Minton  street, 
is  about  200  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the 
surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  James  Doherty  June  2, 
1915.  Work  was  begun  June  10,  1915,  and  completed  June 
23,  1915.  It  is  a  twenty-nine  (29)  foot  street  with  a  nine- 
teen (19)  foot  roadway,  having  a  two  (2)  inch  bitulithic  pave- 
ment on  a  Portland  cement  concrete  base  six  (6)  inches  in 
depth,  granite  edgestone,  flagging  crosswalks  and  artificial 
stone  sidewalks  five  (5)  feet  in  width.  The  straight  edge- 
stone,  corners  and  flagging  were  furnished  by  the  city  and 
hauled  by  the  contractor.  The  circular  edgestone  was  fur- 
nished by  the  city  on  the  line  of  the  work.  All  other  materials 
were  furnished  by  the  contractor.  The  roadway  and  artificial 
stone  sidewalks  were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance 
guaranty. 

Montehello  road,  from  Forest  Hills  street  to  Walnut  avenue, 
is  about  1,087  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing 
the  surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  Martino  DeMatteo 
September  29,  1915.  Work  was  begun  November  10,  1915, 
and  suspended  December  9,  1915.  The  work  done  this  year 
consisted  of  setting  edgestone.  Work  will  be  resumed  in  the 
spring  as  soon  as  weather  permits.  The  straight  edgestone 
was  furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor.  The 
circular  edgestone  was  furnished  by  the  city  on  the  line  of  the 
work. 

Manthorne  road,  from  Centre  street  to  Weld  street,  was 
constructed  by  the  West  Roxbury  Trap  Rock  Company  in 
1914.  Tree  spaces  were  left  in  the  artificial  stone  sidewalks  for 
trees  from  Centre  street  to  Schirmer  road.  Artificia'  stone 
was  placed  between  the  trees  and  the  property  line  this  season 
under  agreement  with  the  contractor. 

Montvale  street,  from  Colberg  avenue  to  Belgrade  street,  is 
about  844  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the 
surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  Martino  DeMatteo  & 
Co.  April  22,  1915.  Work  was  begun  May  25,  1915,  and  com- 
pleted July  14,  1915.  It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot  street  with  a  six 
(6)  inch  tar  macadam  roadway,  granite  edgestone,  flagging 
crosswalks  and  artificial  stone  sidewalks  seven  (7)  feet  in  width. 
A  portion  of  the  edgestone  was  set  on  a  crushed  stone  and  con- 
crete foundation.  The  straight  edgestone,  corners  and  flagging 
were  furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor.  The 
circular  edgestcne  was  furnished  by  the  city  on  the  line  of  the 
work.  All  other  materials  were  furnished  by  the  contractor. 
The  artificial  stone  sidewalks  were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year 
maintenance  guaranty. 

Morton  street,  from  Norfolk  street  to  the  railroad,  is  about 
413  feet  in  length.     This  street  is  being  constructed  by  the 
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Paving  Service  forces.  Work  was  started  December  6,  1915, 
and  suspended  December  29,  1915.  The  work  done  this  year 
consisted  of  excavating  and  setting  edgestone.  Work  will  be 
resumed  in  the  spring. 

Normandy  street,  from  Seaver  street  to  Columbia  road,  is 
about  470  feet  in  length.  A  contract  for  constructing  the  sur- 
face of  this  street  was  awarded  to  James  Doherty  September 
15,  1915.  It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot  street  with  a  twenty-six  (26) 
foot  roadway,  consisting  of  one  and  one-half  (|)  inch  Trinidad 
asphalt  wearing  surface  and  one  and  one-half  (1|)  inch  bitu- 
minous binder  laid  on  a  six  (6)  inch  Portland  cement  concrete 
base,  flagging  crosswalks  and  seven  (7)  foot  sidewalks.  The 
artificial  stone  walks  were  four  and  one  half  (4|)  feet  in  width 
with  a  two  (2)  foot  loam  space.  The  contractor  furnished  all 
materials  necessary  to  do  the  work.  The  artificial  stone  side- 
walks and  roadway  were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance 
guaranty. 

Normandy  street,  from  Devon  street  to  Intervale  street,  is 
about  464  feet  in  length.  The  surface  of  this  street,  with  the 
exception  of  the  artificial  stone  sidewalks  and  the  surface  of  the 
roadway,  is  being  constructed  by  the  Paving  Service  forces. 
Work  was  begun  October  25,  1915,  and  suspended  December  20, 
1915.     Work  will  be  resumed  in  the  spring. 

Oakland  street,  from  River  street  to  Rockdale  street,  is  about 
740  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the  surface 
of  this  street  was  awarded  to  Wilham  J.  Barry  May  28,  1915. 
Work  was  begun  June  5,  1915,  and  completed  December  17, 
1915.  It  is  an  eighty  (80)  foot  street  with  a  six  (6)  inch  asphalt 
macadam  roadway,  granite  edgestone,  flagging  crosswalks, 
granite  block  gutters  and  thirteen  (13)  foot  artificial  stone 
sidewalks.  There  is  a  double  car  track  in  the  center  of  the 
street  which  was  paved  by  the  Boston  Elevated  Railroad.  The 
straight  edgestone  corners,  flagging  and  paving  blocks  were 
furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor.  The 
circular  edgestone  was  furnished  by  the  city  on  the  line  of  the 
work.  All  other  materials  necessary  to  do  the  work  were 
furnished  by  the  contractor.  The  artificial  stone  sidewalks 
were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty. 

Orleans  street,  from  Gove  street  to  Porter  street,  is  about  677 
feet  in  length.  The  surface  of  this  street  is  being  constructed 
by  the  Paving  Service  forces.  Work  was  begun  September  21, 
1915,  and  suspended  December  29,  1915.  The  work  this  year 
consisted  of  excavating,  setting  edgestone,  regulating  brick 
sidewalks  and  laying  concrete  base.  Work  will  be  resumed  in 
the  spring. 

Paisley  'park,  from  Bourneside  street  to  Upland  avenue,  is 
about  576  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the 
surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  James  Doherty  November 
11,  1914.  Work  was  begun  December  7,  1914,  and  suspended 
December  18,  1914.  Work  was  resumed  March  19,  1915,  and 
completed  April  10,  1915.     It  is  a  sixty  (60)  foot  street  with  a 
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six  (6)  inch  tar  macadam  roadway,  granite  edgestone,  flagging 
crosswalks  and  fifteen  (15)  foot  sidewalks,  consisting  of  a  five 

(5)  foot  artificial  stone  walk  and  a  loam  space.  The  straight 
edgestone,  corners,  flagging  and  granite  paving  blocks  were 
furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor.  All  other 
materials  necessary  to  do  the  work  were  furnished  by  the  con- 
tractor.    The  sidewalks  were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  main- 

V  tenance  guaranty. 

Peacevale  road,  from  Norfolk  street  to  Dunbar  avenue,  is 
about  809  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the 
surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  D.  M.  Biggs  &  Co.  July  16, 
1915.  Work  was  begun  July  29,  1915,  and  completed  October 
14,  1915.  It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot  street  with  a  twenty-six  (26) 
foot  roadway,  consisting  of  one  and  one-half  (1^)  inch  Trinidad 
asphalt  wearing  surface,  one  and  one-half  (1|)  inch  bituminous 
binder- laid  on  a  six  (6)  inch  Portland  cement  concrete  base, 
granite  edgestone,  flagging  crosswalks  and  seven  (7)  foot 
artificial  stone  sidewalks.  The  straight  edgestone,  corners  and 
flagging  were  furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the  con- 
tractor.

(6)  inch  macadam  roadway,  granite  edgestone,  granite  block 
gutters,  flagging  crosswalks  and  seven  (7)  foot  sidewalks,  con- 
sisting of  artificial  stone,  part  full  width  and  part  with  loam 
space.  The  contract  for  constructing  the  artificial  stone  side- 
walks was  awarded  to  William  J.  Rafferty  &  Co.  April  21,  1915. 
Work  was  begun  May  10,  1915,  and  completed  May  28,  1915. 
All  the  materials  necessary  to  lay  the  artificial  stone  walks  were 
furnished  by  the  contractor.  The  artificial  stone  sidewalks 
were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty. 

Pelton  street,  from  Park  street  to  West  Roxbury  Parkway, 
is  about  781  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the 
surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  the  Charles  J.  Jacobs 
Company  July  12,  1915.  Work  was  begun  July  20,  1915,  and 
completed  October  20,  1915.  It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot  street  with 
a  six  (6)  inch  tar  macadam  roadway,  granite  edgestone  and 
seven  (7)  foot  sidewalks  having  a  four  and  one-half  (4|)  foot 
artificial  stone  walk  with  seeded  loam  spaces.  The  artificial 
stone  sidewalks  were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance 
guaranty.  Tree  pits  were  also  excavated  and  filled  with  loam. 
The  straight  edgestone  and  corners  were  furnished  by  the  city 
and  hauled  by  the  contractor.  The  circular  edgestone  was 
furnished  by  the  city  on  the  line  of  the  work.  All  other 
materials  necessary  to  do  the  work  were  furnished  by  the 
contractor. 
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Perth  street,  from  Quincy  street  to  Fayston  street,  is  about 
230  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the  surface 
of  this  street  was  awarded  to  James  Doherty  June  2,  1915. 
Work  was  begun  June  4,  1915,  and  completed  June  23,  1915. 
It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot  street  with  a  twenty-six  (26)  foot  road- 
way, having  a  two  (2)  inch  bitulithic  wearing  surface  on  a  six 
(6)  inch  Portland  cement  concrete  base,  granite  edgestone, 
flagging  crosswalks  and  seven  (7)  foot  artificial  stone  sidewalks. 
The  straight  edgestone,  corners  and  flagging  were  furnished 
by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor.  The  circular  edge- 
stone was  furnished  by  the  city  on  the  line  of  the  work. 
All  other  materials  necessary  to  do  the  work  were  furnished 
by  the  contractor.

Work  was  begun  November  25,  1914,  and 
suspended  December  18,  1914.  Work  was  resumed  March  8, 
1915,  and  completed  May  6,  1915.  It  is  a  thirty  (30)  foot 
street  with  a  six  (6)  inch  tar  macadam  roadway,  granite  edge- 
stone, flagging  crosswalks  and  five  (5)  foot  artificial  stone  side- 
walks, laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty.  The 
work  this  year  consisted  of  setting  the  edgestone,  laying  flagging 
crosswalks  and  tar  macadam  roadway  and  completing  the 
artificial  stone  sidewalks.  Paving  was  relaid,  filfing  furnished, 
tar  macadam  roadway  constructed  and  sidewalks  surfaced  on 
Neponset  avenue  to  meet  the  grade  of  Philbrick  street.  The 
straight  edgestone,  flagging  and  corners  were  furnished  by  the 
city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor.  The  circular  edgestone  was 
furnished  by  the  city  on  the  line  of  the  work.

It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot  street  with  a  twenty-six  (26)  foot 
roadway,  consisting  of  a  two  (2)  inch  bituhthic  wearing  surface 
on  a  six  (6)  inch  Portland  cement  concrete  base,  granite  edge- 
stone, flagging  crosswalks  and  a  seven  (7)  foot  sidewalk  with  a 
four  and  one-half  (4|)  foot  artificial  stone  walk  and  a  loam 
space.  The  circular  edgestone  was  furnished  by  the  city  on  the 
line  of  the  work.  All  other  materials  necessary  to  do  the  work 
were  furnished  by  the  contractor.  The  roadway  and  sidewalks 
were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty. 
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Prince  street,  from  Pond  street  to  Arborway,  is  about  1,393 
feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the  surface  of 
this  street  was  awarded  to  the  Charles  J.  Jacobs  Company 
August  28,  1915.  Tyork  was  begun  September  17,  1915,  and 
completed  November  24,  1915.  It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot  street, 
with  a  twenty-six  (26)  foot  roadway,  consisting  of  one  and  one- 
half  (1|)  inch  Trinidad  asphalt  wearing  surface,  one  and  one- 
half  (1|)  inch  bituminous  binder,  laid  on  a  six  (6)  inch  Portland 
cement  concrete  base,  granite  edgestone  and  artificial  stone 
sidewalks.  The  sidewalks  from  Pond  street  to  about  520  feet 
southeast  of  Pond  street  were  laid  with  a  four  and  one-half  (4|) 
foot  artificial  stone  walk  with  seeded  loam  spaces,  and  from 
about  520  feet  southeast  of  Pond  street  to  Arborway  are  full 
width  seven  (7)  foot  sidewalks,  consisting  of  artificial  stone.

Work  was  begun  August  18,  1915,  and  completed  November  27, 
1915.  This  alley  is  ten  (10)  feet  in  width,  with  an  eight  (8)  foot 
roadway  and  sidewalks  one  (1)  foot  in  width.  The  roadway 
was  paved  with  Hassam  blocks  on  a  six  (6)  inch  Portland 
cement  concrete  base,  edgestone  was  set  and  flagging  crosswalks 
laid.  The  contractor  also  constructed  a  retaining  wall  on  the 
southeasterly  side  of  the  alley.  The  straight  edgestone  and 
corners  were  furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor. 
The  circular  edgestone,  flagging  and  fender  posts  were  furnished 
by  the  city  on  the  line  of  the  work.

Public  Alley  No.  810,  from  Pubhc  Alley  No.  809  to  Public 
Alley  No.  811,  is  about  640  feet  in  length.  A  contract  for 
constructing  this  alley  was  awarded  to  A.  H.  Archer  August 
11,  1915.  Work  was  begun  August  18,  1915,  and  completed 
November  27,  1915.  This  alley  is  ten  (10)  feet  in  width.  The 
roadway  was  paved  with  Hassam  blocks  on  a  six  (6)  inch 
Portland  cement  concrete  base.  The  straight  edgestone, 
corners  and  flagging  were  furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled 
by  the  contractor.  All  other  materials  necessary  to  do  the 
work  were  furnished  by  the  contractor  Part  of  the  edgestone 
was  set  with  a  concrete  backing  extending  back  to  the  street  line, 
this  forming  an  artificial  stone  sidewalk. 

Public  Alley  No.  811,  from  Batavia  street  to  Gainsborough 
street,  is  about  190  feet  in  length.  A  contract  for  constructing 
the  surface  of  this  alley  was  awarded  to  A.  H.  Archer  August 
11,  1915.  Work  was  begun  August  18,  1915,  and  completed 
November  27,  1915.     The  roadway  was  paved  with  Hassam 
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blocks  on  a  six  (6)  inch  Portland  cement  concrete  base.  The 
straight  edgestone,  corners  and  flagging  were  furnished  by  the 
city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor.  All  other  materials  neces- 
sary to  do  the  work  were  furnished  by  the  contractor.  Part 
of  the  edgestone  was  set  with  a  concrete  backing,  extending 
back  to  the  street  line,  this  forming  an  artificial  stone  sidewalk. 

Public  Alley  No.  908,  from  Massachusetts  avenue  to  Marl- 
borough street,  is  about  545  feet  in  length.  A  contract  for 
constructing  the  surface  of  this  alley  was  awarded  to  the  Boston 
Contracting  Company  August  9,  1915.  Work  was  begun 
August  12,  1915,  and  completed  October  9,  1915.  This  alley 
is  sixteen  (16)  feet  in  width  with  four  (4)  foot  sidewalks.  The 
roadway  is  paved  with  brick  blocks  on  a  Portland  cement 
concrete  base  with  cement  grout  joints.  The  sidewalks  are 
artificial  stone.  The  straight  edgestone  was  furnished  by  the 
city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor.  All  other  materials  neces- 
sary to  do  the  work  were  furnished  by  the  contractor.

It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot  street  with  a  twenty  (20) 
foot  roadway,  consisting  of  a  two  (2)  inch  bitulithic  wearing 
surface  laid  on  a  six  (6)  inch  Portland  cement  concrete  base, 
granite  edgestone,  flagging  crosswalks  and  artificial  stone 
sidewalks  seven  (7)  feet  in  width.  The  straight  edgestone, 
corners  and  flagging  were  furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled 
by  the  contractor.  All  other  materials  necessary  to  do  the 
work  were  furnished  by  the  contractor.  The  roadway  and 
sidewalks  were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty. 

Ronald  street,  from  Brinsley  street  easterly  to  the  end,  is 
about  260  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the 
surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  James  Doherty  November 
11,  1914.  Work  w.as  begun  March  10,  1915,  and  completed 
April  9,  1915.  It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot  street  with  a  six  (6)  inch 
tar  macadam  roadway,  granite  edgestone,  granite  block 
gutters,  flagging  crosswalks  and  seven  (7)  foot  sidewalks,  part 
brick  and  part  artificial  stone.  The  straight  edgestone,  cor- 
ners, paving  blocks  and  flagging  were  furnished  by  the  city  and 
hauled  by  the  contractor.  The  circular  edgestone  and  side- 
walk bricks  were  furnished  by  the  city  on  the  line  of  the  work. 
All  other  materials  necessary  to  do  the  work  were  furnished 
by  the  contractor.  A  wooden  fence  and  bulkhead  was  built 
across  the  easterly  end  of  the  street  by  the  contractor.  The 
artificial  stone  sidewalks  were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  main- 
tenance guaranty. 

Rosecliff  street,  from  Washington  street  to  Kittredge  street,  is 
about  687  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the 
surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  Martino  DeMatteo 
October  30,  1914.  Work  was  begun  March  29,  1915,  and  com- 
pleted June  21,  1915.  It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot  street  with  a  six 
(6)  inch  tar  macadam  roadway,  granite  edgestone,  flagging 
crosswalks  and  artificial  stone  sidewalks  seven  (7)  feet  in 
width,  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty.  The 
straight  edgestone,  corners,  flagging  and  granite  paving  blocks 
were  furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled   by  the   contractor. 
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The  circular  edgestone  was  furnished  by  the  city  on  the  Hne 
of  the  work.  All  other  materials  necessary  to  do  the  work  were 
furnished  by  the  contractor. 

Rosewood  street,  from  Oakland  street  to  Randolph  avenue,  is 
about  1,529  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the 
surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  John  J.  Kelly  Company 
September  17,  .1915.  Work  was  begun  November  9,  1915, 
and  suspended  December  1,  1915.  This  street  when  con- 
structed will  be  forty  (40)  feet  in  width,  with  a  Trinidad 
asphalt  pavement  and  artificial  stone  sidewalks.  The  work 
done  this  year  consisted  of  setting  edgestone  and  the  sidewalks 
were  graded.     Work  will  be  resumed  in  the  spring. 

Rowe  street,  from  Ashland  street  to  Brown  avenue,  is  about 
1,488  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the  surface 
of  this  street  was  awarded  to  the  West  Roxbury  Trap  Rock 
Company   October    1,    1914.     Work  was   begun   October   22, 

1914,  and  suspended  December  7,  1914.  Work  was  resumed 
May  24,  1915,  and  completed  June  19,  1915.  It  is  a  forty 
(40)  foot  street  with  a  six  (6)  inch  asphalt  macadam  roadway, 
three  (3)  foot  granite  block  gutters,  granite  edgestone,  flagging 
crosswalks  and  seven  (7)  foot  artificial  stone  sidewalks,  laid 
under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty.  The  principal 
work  this  season  consisted  in  constructing  the  artificial  stone 
sidewalks  for  which  the  contractor  furnished  all  material. 

Sanger  street,  from  East  Seventh  street  to  East  Eighth  street, 
is  about  266  feet  in  length.

1914.  Work  was  begun  April  28,  1915,  and  completed  June  26, 

1915.  This  is  a  forty  (40)  foot  street  with  a  six  (6)  inch  asphalt 
macadam  roadway,  granite  edgestone,  flagging  crosswalks  and 
seven  (7)  foot  artificial  stone  sidewalks.  The  straight  edge- 
stone, corners  and  flagging  were  furnished  by  the  city  and 
hauled  by  the  contractor.  The  city  furnished  the  circular 
edgestone  on  the  line  of  the  work.

The  contract  for  constructing  the 
surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  the  Charles  J.  Jacobs 
Company  April  5,  1915.  Work  was  begun  April  15,  1915,  and 
completed  May  10,  1915.  It  is  a  thirty-five  (35)  foot  street 
with  a  six  (6)  inch  tar  macadam  roadway,  granite  edgestone, 
flagging  crosswalks  and  six  (6)  foot  artificial  stone  sidewalks. 
The  straight  edgestone,  corners,  flagging  and  paving  blocks 
were  furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor.  All 
other  materials  were  furnished  by  the  contractor.  The  side- 
walks were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty. 

Spring  street,  from  Gardner  street  to  Webster  street,  is  about 
1,389  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the  surface 
of  this  street  was  awarded  to  the  West  Roxbury  Trap  Rock 
Company  December  10,  1914.  Work  was  begun  December 
16,  1914,  and  completed  August  21,  1915.  It  is  an  eighty  (80) 
foot  street,  with  a  double  car  track,  paved  with  granite  blocks 
and  a  six  (6)  inch  asphalt  macadam  roadway  each  side  of 
tracks,  granite  edgestone  and  artificial  stone  sidewalks  twelve 
(12)  feet  in  width  from  Gardner  street  to  Baker  street  and 
thirteen  (13)  feet  in  width  from  Baker  street  to  Webster  street. 
The  artifioial  stone  sidewalks  were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year 
maintenance  guaranty.  The  straight  edgestone,  corners, 
flagging  and  paving  blocks  were  furnished  by  the  city  and 
hauled  by  the  contractor.

It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot  street  with  a 
six  (6)  inch  asphalt  macadam  roadway,  granite  edgestone, 
flagging  crosswalks  and  seven  (7)  foot  artificial  stone  sidewalks, 
laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty.  The  straight 
edgestone,  corners  and  circular  edgestone  were  furnished  by  the 
city  on  the  line  of  the  work.  All  other  materials  necessary  to 
do  the  work  were  furnished  by  the  contractor. 

St.  William  street,  from  Dorchester  avenue  to  Auckland 
street,  is  about  327  feet  in  length.  This  street,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  artificial  stone  sidewalks  and  asphalt  wearing  surface, 
was  constructed  by  the  Paving  Service  forces.

The  work  consisted  in  excavating  earth  and  rock  for 
the  purpose  of  lowering  the  grade  of  the  street  to  meet  the  grade 
under  the  railroad  bridge. 

Tip  Top  street,  from  Washington  street  to  Tremont  street, 
is  about  430  feet  in  length.  A  contract  for  constructing  arti- 
ficial stone  sidewalks  and  driveways  was  awarded  to  the 
Charles  J.  Jacobs  Company  April  21,  1915.  Work  was  begun 
April  23,  1915,  and  completed  May  15,  1915.  This  is  a  forty 
(40)  foot  street  with  seven  (7)  foot  artificial  stone  sidewalks. 
This  street,  with  the  exception  of  the  artificial  stone  sidewalks, 
was  constructed  by  the  Paving  Service  forces.  The  artificial 
stone  sidewalks  were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance 
guaranty. 

Trent  street,  from  Coleman  street  to  Clarkson  street,  is  about 
228  feet  in  length.  This  street,  with  the  exception  of  the  artifi- 
cial stone  sidew^alks  and  asphalt  wearing  surface,  was  con- 
structed by  the  Paving  Service  forces.  Work  was  begun 
October  28,  1915,  and  completed  November  25,  1915.  A 
contract  for  constructing  artificial  stone  sidewalks  and  laying 
Trinidad  asphalt  wearing  surface  on  the  concrete  base  laid  by 
the  Paving  Service  forces  was  awarded  to  William  J.  Rafferty 
&  Co.  December  20,  1915.  Work  was  begun  on  the  asphalt 
wearing  surface  December  16,  1915,  and  completed  the  same  day. 
The  artificial  stone  sidewalk  will  be  laid  as  soon  as  weather 
permits.  The  asphalt  roadway  was  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year 
maintenance  guaranty. 

Ulmer  street,  from  Arklow  street  southerly,  is  about  76  feet 
in  length.  The  surface  of  this  street,  with  the  exception  of  the 
artificial  stone  sidewalk,  was  constructed  by  the  Paving  Service 
forces.  Work  was  begun  by  them  April  6,  1915,  and  completed 
April  22,  1915.  It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot  street  with  seven  (7)  foot 
sidewalks,  granite  edgestone,  and  the  roadway  was  paved  with 
granite  blocks  on  a  gravel  base  with  pitch  joints.  A  contract 
was  awarded  to  the  Charles  J.  Jacobs  Company  July  31,  1915, 
to  construct  artificial  stone  sidewalks.  Work  was  begun  Sep- 
tember 4,  1915,  and  completed  September  9,  1915.  These 
sidewalks  were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty. 

Upland  avenue,  from  Park  street  to  Melville  avenue,  is  about 
748  feet  in  length.  The  surface  of  this  street,  with  the  exception 
of  the  artificial  stone  sidewalks  and  the  asphalt  or  bitulithic 
wearing  surface,  is  being  constructed  by  the  Paving  Service 
forces.  Work  was  begun  November  27,  1915,  and  suspended 
December  31,  1915.  The  work  done  this  year  consisted  of 
setting  the  edgestone.     Work  will  be  resumed  in  the  spring. 
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W alley  street,  from  Gladstone  street  to  Waldemar  avenue,  is 
about  347  feet  in  length.  A  contract  for  constructing  the 
surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  James  Doherty  June  7, 
1915.  Work  was  begun  June  14,  1915,  and  completed  August 
4,  1915.  This  is  a  fifty  (50)  foot  street,  with  a  bituminous 
macadam  roadway,  granite  edgestone,  flagging  crosswalks, 
artificial  stone  sidewalks  eight  (8)  feet  in  width,  and  a  wooden 
fence  was  built  on  the  street  line  adjoining  the  railroad  property. 
The  straight  edgestone  was  furnished  by  the  city  on  the  line  of 
the  work  and  the  granite  blocks  at  the  East  Boston  Paving 
Yard.  All  other  materials  were  furnished  by  the  contractor. 
The  artificial  stone  sidewalk  was  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year 
maintenance  guaranty. 

Wellington  Hill  footway,  from  Wellington  Hill  street  to  Walk 
Hill  street,  is  about  500  feet  in  length.  A  contract  for  con- 
structing this  footway  was  awarded  to  Peter  Bompiani  &  Co. 
April  29,  1915.  Work  was  begun  May  12,  1915,  and  is  practi- 
cally completed.  It  is  a  ten  (10)  foot  footway  with  artificial 
stone  steps,  walks  and  walls  and  buttress  with  a  galvanized-iron 
fence.  All  materials  were  furnished  by  the  contractor.  This 
work  was  done  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty. 

Westmoreland  street,  from  Adams  street  about  708  feet  east- 
erly. The  contract  for  constructing  the  surface  of  this  street 
was  awarded  to  D.  M.  Biggs  &  Co.  December  17,  1914.  Work 
was  begun  March  1,  1915,  and  completed  April  10,  1915.  It  is 
a  forty  (40)  foot  street  with  a  six  (6)  inch  asphalt  macadam 
roadway,  three  (3)  foot  granite  block  gutters,  granite  edgestone 
and  seven  (7)  foot  artificial  stone  sidewalks.  The  straight  edge- 
stone, corners,  flagging  and  paving  blocks  were  furnished  by 
the  city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor.  All  other  materials 
were  furnished  by  the  contractor.  The  artificial  stone  sidewalks 
were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty.  Part  of 
the  edgestone  was  laid  on  a  concrete  foundation. 

Whitfield  street,  from  Norfolk  street  to  Talbot  avenue,  is 
about  536  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the 
surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  the  Central  Construction 
Company  November  2,  1914.  Work  was  begun  November  16, 
1914,  and  suspended  December  15,  1914.  Work  was  resumed 
March  31,  1915,  and  completed  May  6,  1915.  It  is  a  forty 
(40)  foot  street  with  a  twenty-six  (26)  foot  roadway  having  a 
one  and  one-half  (1|)  inch  Trinidad  asphalt  wearing  surface, 
one  and  one-half  (1^)  inch  bituminous  binder  laid  on  a  six  (6) 
inch  Portland  cement  concrete  base,  granite  edgestone,  flag- 
ging crosswalks  and  artificial  stone  sidewalks  seven  (7)  feet  in 
width.  The  work  with  the  exception  of  the  artificial  stone 
sidewalks  was  completed  in  1914.  The  sidewalks  were  com- 
pleted this  year.  The  artificial  stone  sidewalk  and  asphalt 
roadway  were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty. 

Winfield  street,  from  East  Seventh  street  to  East  Eighth 
street,  is  about  267  feet  in  length.     A  contract  for  constructing 
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the  surface  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  Clark  &  Gore  April  1, 
1915.  It  is  a  thirty-five  (35)  foot  street,  with  a  six  (6)  inch 
tar  macadam  roadway,  granite  edgestone,  flagging  crosswalks 
and  brick  sidewalks  six  (6)  feet  in  width.  The  straight  edge- 
stone  and  flagging  were  furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the 
contractor.  The  circular  edgestone  was  furnished  on  the  line 
of  the  work.  All  other  materials  necessary  to  do  the  work 
were  furnished  by  the  contractor. 

Woodworth  street,  from  Walnut  street  to  Redfield  street,  is 
about  420  feet  in  length.  The  surface  of  this  street,  with  the 
exception  of  the  artificial  stone  sidewalks,  was  constructed  by 
the  Paving  Service  force.  Work  was  begun  by  them  December 
7,  1914,  and  completed  April  16,  1915.  It  is  a  thirty  foot  (30) 
street  with  a  six  (6)  inch  tar  macadam  roadway,  granite  block 
gutters,  granite  edgestone,  flagging  crosswalks  and  artificial 
stone  sidewalks  five  (5)  feet  in  width.  The  contract  for  con- 
structing the  artificial  stone  sidewalks  was  awarded  to  D.  M. 
Biggs  &  Co.  June  25,  1915.  Work  was  begun  June  28,  1915, 
and  completed  July  9,  1915.  All  materials  necessary  to  con- 
struct the  artificial  stone  sidewalks  were  furnished  by  the 
contractor.  The  sidewalks  were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year 
maintenance  guaranty. 

Worthington  street,  from  the  Fenway  to  Longwood  avenue, 
is  about  1,161  feet  in  length.  The  surface  of  this  street,  with 
the  exception  of  the  asphalt  top  and  binder  and  artificial  stone 
sidewalks,  was  constructed  by  the  Paving  Service  force.  Work 
was  begun  September  27,  1915,  and  completed  December  29, 
1915.  It  is  a  fifty  (50)  foot  street  with  twelve  (12)  foot  side- 
walks and  granite  edgestone.  The  roadway  from  the  Fenway 
320  feet  southerly  was  constructed  of  asphalt  macadam  and 
from  this  point  to  Longwood  avenue  with  sheet  asphalt  on  a 
six  (6)  inch  Portland  cement  concrete  base.  The  contract  for 
laying  the  sidewalk  and  the  asphalt  top  and  binder  was  awarded 
to  the  Central  Construction  Company  January  15,  1916. 
Work  was  begun  January  11,  1916,  and  suspended  January  15, 
1916. 

General. 

Adams  street,  from  Leonard  street  to  Dickens  street,  is  about 
220  feet  in  length.  A  contract  for  constructing  the  artificial 
stone  sidewalks  on  the  easterly  side  of  this  street  was  awarded 
to  James  Doherty  November  3,  1915.  The  sidewalk  is 
seven  (7)  feet  in  width  and  is  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  mainte- 
nance guaranty.  All  materials  necessary  to  do  the  work  were 
furnished  by  the  contractor. 

Algonquin  street,  at  numbers  15,  17,  25,  39  and  44.  A  con- 
tract for  constructing  artificial  stone  sidewalks  in  this  street 
and  Bradlee  street  at  numbers  16,  17,  25,  35,  Thane  street  at 
number  18,  School  street  (northerly  side),  from  Harvard  street 
to  number  41,  and  Quincij  street  (northeasterly  side),  from 
Coleman  street  to  Barry  street,   was  awarded  to  James  L. 
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Pierce  &  Co.  August  16,  1915.  The  total  length  of  artificial 
stone  sidewalk  constructed  under  this  contract  was  about' 1,174 
feet.  The  straight  edgestone,  corners,  flagging  and  paving 
blocks  were  furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor. 
The  circular  edgestone  was  furnished  on  the  line  of  the  work. 
All  other  materials  were  furnished  by  the  contractor.  The 
artificial  stone  sidewalks  were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  main- 
tenance guaranty. 

Aspen  street,  from  Copeland  street  to  Montrose  street,  is 
about  336  feet  in  length.  A  contract  for  constructing  artificial 
stone  sidewalks  was  awarded  to  James  L.  Pierce  &  Co.  Sep- 
tember 7,  1915.  It  is  a  thirty  (30)  foot  street  with  five  (5) 
foot  sidewalks  and  granite  edgestone.  The  edgestone  was  set 
and  artificial  stone  sidewalks  were  laid  by  the  contractor. 
The  Paving  Service  force  are  grading  the  roadway  to  conform 
to  the  grade  of  the  new  sidewalk.  The  artificial  stone  side- 
walks were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty. 

Blue  Hill  avenue,  from  Washington  street  to  Morton  street, 
is  about  8,915  feet  in  length.  A  contract  for  constructing  the 
artificial  stone  sidewalks  on  the  easterly  side  and  from  Cheney 
street  to  Seaver  street  on  the  westerly  side  of  this  street  was 
awarded  to  James  Doherty  August  28,  1915.  The  sidewalks 
are  fifteen  (15)  feet  in  width,  a  part  of  them  haying  a  ten  (10) 
foot  loam  space  and  a  part  being  full  width  artificial  stone. 
The  edgestone,  gutters  and  flagging  crosswalks  were  regulated 
by  the  contractor.  The  straight  edgestone  and  flagging  were 
furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor.  The 
circular  edgestone  was  furnished  by  the  city  on  the  line  of  the 
work.  All  other  materials  were  furnished  by  the  contractor. 
On  account  of  the  construction  of  new  buildings  between  Colum- 
bine street  and  Woodrow  avenue  the  new  sidewalk  was  omitted' 
at  this  point:  The  artificial  stone  sidewalks  were  laid  under  a 
five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty. 

Bourne  street  (northwesterly  side),  from  Walk  Hill  street  to 
Patten  street,  is  about  219  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for 
constructing  artificial  stone  sidewalks  in  this  street  was  awarded 
to  James  Doherty  October  15,  1915.  The  artificial  stone  side- 
walks five  (5)  feet  in  width  were  laid  by  the  contractor  under  a 
five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty.  The  contractor  set  the 
edgestone  and  laid  the  paving  block  gutters. 

Bowdoin  street,  from  Bullard  street  to  Bowdoin  avenue,  is 
about  1,214  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  an 
artificial  stone  sidewalk  on  the  westerly  side  of  this  street  was 
awarded  to  James  Doherty  September  16,  1915.  The  arti- 
ficial stone  sidewalk  is  ten  (10)  feet  in  width,  laid  under  a  five 
(5)  year  maintenance  guaranty.  The  regulating  of  the  edge- 
stone and  other  necessary  work  were  done  by  the  Paving  Service 
force. 

Bradlee  street.     (See  "Algonquin  street.") 

Bryant  street  (westerly  side),  from  Huntington  avenue  about 
250  feet  northerly.     The  contract  for  constructing  artificial 
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stone  sidewalks  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty 
was  awarded  to  James  Doherty  October  18,  1915.  The  con- 
tractor furnished  all  materials  necessary  to  do  the  above  work. 

Callender  street,  from  Tucker  street  to  Claxton  street,  is  about 
2,029  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the  arti- 
ficial stone  sidewalks  and  regulating  this  street  was  awarded  to 
James  Doherty  July  20,  1915.  It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot  street  with 
a  macadam  roadway,  granite  block  gutters,  flagging  crosswalks 
and  artificial  stone  sidewalks  seven  (7)  feet  in  width.  The 
sidewalks  were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance 
guaranty. 

Columbus  avenue,  from  Camden  street  to  Worcester  street,  is 
about  1,105  feet  in  length.  A  contract  to  repair  the  asphalt 
pavement  in  this  street,  on  account  of  high  pressure  water 
trench  operations,  was  awarded  to  the  Barber  Asphalt  Paving 
Company  January  11, 1915.  The  contractor  did  the  excavating, 
laid  the  concrete  base  and  furnished  and  laid  one  and  one 
half  (1|)  inches  of  bituminous  binder  and  one  and  one-half 
(1|)  inch  asphalt  wearing  surface.  The  contractor  furnished  all 
materials  necessary  to  do  the  work  and  guaranteed  the  pave- 
ment until  January  8,  1917. 

Columbus  avenue,  from  Station  street  to  Tremont  street,  is 
about  310  feet  in  length.  A  contract  to  construct  an  artificial 
stone  sidewalk  on  the  westerly  side  of  this  street  was  awarded 
to  James  Doherty  October  19,  1915.  Most  of  the  walk  is  in 
front  of  the  Roxbury  Station  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  Railroad.  The  contractor  furnished  all  materials 
necessary  to  do  the  work  and  laid  said  sidewalk  under  a  five  (5) 
year  maintenance  guaranty. 

Creighton  street,  from  Day  street  to  Centre  street,  is  about 
820  feet  in  length.  A  contract  to  furnish  and  lay  artificial  stone 
sidewalks  in  this  street,  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance 
guaranty,  was  awarded  to  the  John  Kelley  Company  October 
18,  1915.  This  is  a  forty  (40)  foot  street  with  a  seven  (7)  foot 
sidewalk  and  three  (3)  foot  granite  block  gutters.  The  con- 
tractor did  the  excavating,  set  the  edgestone,  paved  the  gutters 
and  furnished  the  materials  for  the  artificial  stone  sidewalk. 

Cushing  avenue,  from  Windermere  road  to  Jerome  street,  is 
about  606  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the 
artificial  stone  sidewalks  on  the  easterly  side  of  this  street  was 
awarded  to  James  Doherty  September  29,  1915.  It  is  a  forty 
(40)  foot  street  with  a  macadam  roadway,  granite  block  gut- 
ters, granite  edgestone,  flagging  crosswalks  and  seven  (7)  foot 
artificial  stone  sidewalks.  The  straight  edgestone  and  paving 
blocks  were  furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor. 
The  circular  edgestone  was  furnished  by  the  city  on  the  line  of 
the  work.  All  other  materials  necessary  to  do  the  work  were 
furnished  by  the  contractor.  The  sidewalks  were  laid  under  a 
five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty.  A  seven  (7)  foot  artificial 
stone  sidewalk  about  75  feet  in  length  was  laid  on  Windermere 
road  in  connection  with  this  work. 
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Day  street,  from  Centre  street  to  Minden  street,  is  about 
1,481  feet  in  length.  A  contract  for  furnishing  and  laying 
artificial  stone  sidewalks,  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance 
guaranty,  was  awarded  to  the  John  Kelley  Company  October 
18,  1915.  The  edgestone  was  reset  and  granite  block  gutters 
repaved.  The  straight  edgestone  and  flagging  were  furnished 
by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor.  The  circular  edge- 
stone was  furnished  by  the  city  on  the  line  of  the  work.  All 
other  materials  necessary  to  do  the  work  were  furnished  by  the 
contractor. 

Dickens  street,  from  Adams  street  to  Clayton  street,  is  about 
889  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the  artificial 
stone  sidewalks  in  this  street  was  awarded  to  James  Doherty 
November  3,  1915.  It  is  a  forty  (40)  foot  street  with  a  macadam 
roadway,  granite  edgestone,  flagging  crosswalks  and  seven  (7) 
foot  artificial  stone  sidewalks.  The  straight  edgestone  and 
corners  were  furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor. 
The  circular  edgestone  was  furnished  by  the  city  on  the  line  of 
the  work.  All  other  materials  were  furnished  by  the  contractor. 
The  artificial  stone  sidewalks  were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year 
maintenance  guaranty. 

Dracut  street,  from  Dorchester  avenue  to  Bruce  street,  is 
about  1,147  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the 
artificial  stone  sidewalks  and  regulating  this  street  was  awarded 
to  the  John  Kelley  Company  April  28,  1915.  It  is  a  forty  (40) 
foot  street  with  a  tar  macadam  roadway,  granite  edgestone, 
flagging  crosswalks  and  seven  (7)  foot  artificial  stone  sidewalks. 
All  the  material  for  the  artificial  stone  sidewalk  was  furnished 
by  the  contractor.  The  sidewalks  were  laid  under  a  five  (5) 
year  maintenance  guaranty.  The  Paving  Service  force  resur- 
faced this  roadway. 

Ellis  street,  from  Hawthorne  street  to  Fulda  street,  is  about 
235  feet  in  length.  A  contract  to  furnish  and  lay  artificial  stone 
sidewalk  on  the  westerly  side  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  the 
John  Kelley  Company  August  9,  1915.  This  walk  as  built  is 
about  five  (5)  feet  in  width  and  the  contractor  set  the  edgestone 
and  paved  the  gutters.  The  edgestone  and  paving  blocks  were 
furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor.  The  con- 
tractor furnished  all  materials  necessary  to  do  the  sidewalk. 
The  sidewalk  was  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance 
guaranty. 

Fulda  street,  from  Ellis  street  to  164  feet  westerly,  is  about 
164  feet  in  length.  A  contract  to  construct  an  artificial  stone 
sidewalk  on  the  northerly  side  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  the 
John  Kelley  Company  August  9,  1915.  The  sidewalk  as  con- 
structed is  seven  (7)  feet  in  width.  The  contractor  reset  the 
edgestone  and  repaved  the  gutter.  The  contractor  furnished 
all  materials  necessary  to  the  work.  The  artificial  stone  side- 
walks were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty. 

Gladstone  street,  from  Walley  street  to  Upland  street,  is  about 
1,829  feet  in  length.     A  contract  to  construct  an  artificial  stone 
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sidewalk  in  this  street,  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance 
guaranty,  was  awarded  to  Agostino  DeStefano  September  16, 
1916.  The"  contractor  has  done  most  of  the  excavating,  set 
part  of  the  edgestone,  paved  the  gutters  and  placed  cinder 
foundation  for  the  artificial  stone  sidewalks.  The  city  fur- 
nished the  edgestone  on  the  line  of  the  work.  The  flagging 
and  paving  blocks  were  furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the 
contractor.     This  work  will  be  resumed  in  the  spring. 

Hawthorne  street,  from  Highland  street  to  Ellis  street,  is  about 
190  feet  in  length.  A  contract  to  fm-nish  and  lay  an  artificial 
stone  sidewalk,  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty, 
was  awarded  to  the  John  Kelley  Company  August  9,  1915. 
This  is  a  thirty  (30)  foot  street,  with  five  (5)  foot  sidewalks. 
The  contractor  reset  the  edgestone,  repaved  the  gutters  and  con- 
structed an  artificial  stone  sidewalk  on  the  southerly  side  of 
this  street.  The  edgestone,  corners  and  paving  blocks  were 
furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor.  All  other 
materials  necessary  to  do  the  work  were  furnished  by  the 
contractor. 

Highland  street,  from  Hawthorne  street  about  130  feet 
southerly.  A  contract  to  construct  an  artificial  stone  side- 
walk on  the  easterly  side  of  this  street  was  awarded  to  John 
Kelley  &  Co.  August  9,  1915.  The  sidewalk  as  constructed 
varies  in  width  from  five  (5)  to  six  (6)  feet.  This  sidewalk  was 
laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty. 

Jerome  street,  from  Cushing  avenue  to  Everett  avenue,  is 
about  337  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  the 
artificial  stone  sidewalk  on  the  south  side  of  this  street  was 
awarded  to  James  Doherty  September  29,  1915.  The  con- 
tractor reset  the  edgestone,  repaved  the  gutters  and  con- 
structed the  artificial  stone  sidewalks.  The  sidewalk  was  laid 
under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty. 

Lake  street,  from  Commonwealth  avenue  to  1,720  feet  north- 
erly. A  contract  to  construct  the  artificial  stone  sidewalks  in 
this  street  was  awarded  to  the  J.  H.  Sullivan  Company  July  28, 
1915.  The  sidewalk  as  constructed  is  five  and  one  half  (5|) 
feet  in  width.  The  sidewalks  were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year 
maintenance  guaranty. 

Neponset  avenue,  from  Boutwell  street  to  Minot  street  on  the 
westerly  side  and  from  Tohnan  street  to  Holbrook  street  on  the 
easterly  side,  is  about  2,390  feet  in  length.  A  contract  for  con- 
structing artificial  stone  sidewalks  and  regulating  on  this  street 
was  awarded  to  the  D.  M.  Biggs  Company  April  22,  1915. 
It  is  a  sixty  (60)  foot  street  with  a  ten  (10)  foot  sidewalk. 
The  circular  edgestone  was  furnished  by  the  city  on  the  line 
of  the  work.  All  other  materials  were  furnished  by  the  con- 
tractor. The  contractor  reset  the  edgestone,  repaved  the 
gutters  and  constructed  an  artificial  stone  sidewalk.  The  side- 
walk was  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty. 

Old  road,  from  Elmo  street  to  Columbia  road,  is  about  261 
feet  in  length.     A  contract  to  remove  the  ledge  and  rough 
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grade  this  street  was  awarded  to  John  E.  Gill  April  24,  1915. 
The  contractor  furnished  all  the  tools  necessary  to  do  the  work 
and  hauled  the  surplus  earth  and  rock  excavation  to  Seaver 
street,  between  Blue  Hill  avenue  and  Humboldt  avenue. 

Park  street,  from  Centre  street  to  Montview  street,  is  about 
1,177  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  artificial 
stone  sidewalks  and  regulating  this  street  was  awarded  to  Mar- 
tino  DeMatteo  July  12,  1915.  The  sidewalks  seven  (7)  feet 
in  width  were  laid  for  the  greater  part  with  an  artificial  stone 
walk  four  and  one  half  (4|)  feet  wide  with  a  seeded  loam  space. 
From  Centre  street  about  50  feet  northerly  the  sidewalks  are 
full  width  artificial  stone.  A  four  and  one-half  (4|)  foot 
artificial  stone  sidewalk  with  a  seeded  loam  space  was  con- 
structed on  the  easterly  side  of  Montview  street  for  a  distance 
of  about  100  feet  northerly  from  Park  street.  The  artificial 
stone  sidewalks  were  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance 
guaranty.  The  straight  edgestone  and  corners  were  furnished 
by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor.  The  circular  edge- 
stone  was  furnished  by  the  city  on  the  line  of  the  work.  All 
other  materials  were  furnished  by  the  contractor. 

Pearl  street  (northerly  side),  from  Pleasant  street  about  100 
feet  easterly;  Pleasant  street,  from  Stoughton  street  to  Victoria 
street  on  the  easterly  side  of  the  street,  is  about  435  feet  in 
length,  and  Victoria  street  (southerly  side) ,  from  Pleasant  street 
163  feet  easterly.  A  contract  to  construct  artificial  stone  side- 
walks in  these  streets  was  awarded  to  James  Doherty  July  20, 
1915.  The  contractor  reset  the  edgestone,  repaved  the  gutters 
and  constructed  an  artificial  stone  sidewalk  under  a  five  (5) 
year  maintenance  guaranty. 

Penfield  street,  from  Belgrade  avenue  to  Birch  street,  is  about 
1,042  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  constructing  artificial 
stone  sidewalks  in  this  street  was  awarded  to  Martino  De 
Matteo  October  18,  1915.  The  artificial  stone  sidewalks 
from  five  (5)  to  six  (6)  feet  in  width  were  laid  under  a  five  (5) 
year  maintenance  guaranty.  The  edgestone  and  gutters  had 
previously  been  regulated  by  the  Paving  Service  force. 

Pleasant  street.     (See  Pearl  street.) 

Poplar  street,  from  Sycamore  street  to  Brown  avenue,  and 
Hilhurn  street,  as  extended.  The  contract  for  setting  edgestone 
and  constructing  artificial  stone  sidewalks  in  this  street  was 
awarded  to  the  John  Kelley  Company  July  30,  1915.  Granite 
edgestone  was  set  from  Sycamore  street  to  Brown  avenue  on  the 
northeasterly  side  and  from  Sycamore  street  to  Hilburn  street 
on  the  southwesterly  side.  Artificial  stone  sidewalks  were  laid 
on  this  street  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty.  A 
portion  of  the  straight  edgestone  and  corners  were  furnashed  by 
the  city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor.  The  circular  edgestone 
was  furnished  by  the  city  on  the  line  of  the  work.  All  other 
materials  necessary  to  do  the  work  were  furnished  by  the 
contractor. 

Quincy  street.     (See  Algonquin  street.) 
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Roive  street,  from  Ashland  street  to  Seymour  street,  is  about 
446  feet  in  length.  A  contract  for  resetting  edgestone,  repaying 
gutters  and  constructing  artificial  stone  sidewalks  under  a  five 
(5)  year  maintenance  guaranty,  was  awarded  to  Martino 
DeMatteo  August  16,  1915.  The  artificial  stone  sidewalk  is 
seven  (7)  feet  in  width.  The  contractor  patched  part  of  the 
roadway  with  tar  macadam  four  (4)  inches  in  depth.  The 
contractor  furnished  all  the  materials  necessary  to  do  the  work. 

School  street.     (See  Algonquin  street.) 

Seymour  street  (easterly  side) ,'  from  about  80  feet  north  of 
Rowe  street  to  the  railroad  bridge,  is  about  340  feet  in  length. 
The  contract  for  resetting  the  edgestone,  repaving  the  gutters 
and  constructing  an  artificial  stone  sidewalk  in  this  street  was 
awarded  to  Martino  DeMatteo  August  16, 1915.  The  artificial 
stone  sidewalk  seven  (7)  feet  in  width  was  laid  under  a  five  (5) 
year  maintenance  guaranty.  The  edgestone  was  reset  and  part 
of  the  granite  block  gutters  repaved.  All  material  necessary  to 
do  the  above  work  was  furnished  by  the  contractor. 

Thane  street.     (See  Algonquin  street.) 

Vernon  street,  from  Cabot  street  to  Vernon  place,  is  about  280 
feet  in  length.  A  contract  to  construct  artificial  stone  side- 
walks in  this  street  was  awarded  to  the  Charles  J.  Jacobs  Com- 
pany September  2,  1915.  The  contractor  did  the  excavating, 
reset  the  edgestone  and  furnished  all  materials  necessary  to  do 
the  above  work.  The  sidewalk  was  laid  under  a  five  (5)  year 
maintenance  guaranty. 

Victoria  street.     (See  Pearl  street.) 

Wachusett  street,  from  Weld  HUl  street  to  Barlow  street,  is 
about  389  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for  excavating  and  grad- 
ing in  this  street  was  awarded  to  John  Landis  January  13,  1916. 
Work  is  yet  unfinished  and  has  consisted  of  earth  excavation. 

Wait  street,  from  Hillside  street  about  520  feet  northerly.  A 
contract  to  construct  brick  sidewalks  and  set  edgestone  in  this 
street  was  awarded  to  the  John  Kelley  Company  July  12,  1915. 
This  is  a  fifty  (50)  foot  street  with  an  eight  (8)  foot  sidewalk. 
The  contractor  did  the  excavating,  hauled  and  set  the  edgestone, 
paved  the  gutters,  laid  the  flagging  crosswalks  and  paved  the 
sidewalks  with  brick.  The  straight  edgestone,  corners,  flagging 
and  granite  paving  blocks  were  furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled 
by  the  contractor.  The  circular  edgestone  and  sidewalk  bricks 
were  furnished  by  the  city  on  the  line  of  the  work.  All  other 
materials  were  furnished  by  the  contractor. 

Walk  Hill  street  (southwesterly  side),  from  Wachusett  street 
to  Bourne  street,  is  about  736  feet  in  length.  The  contract  for 
setting  edgestone,  paving  gutters  and  constructing  artificial  stone 
sidewalks  in  this  street  was  awarded  to  James  Doherty  October 
19,  1915.  The  artificial  stone  sidewalk  eight  (8)  feet  in  width  is 
laid  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance  guaranty.  The  con- 
tractor reset  the  edgestone,  paved  the  gutters  and  regulated  the 
flagging  crosswalks.  The  straight  edgestone  and  paving  blocks 
were  furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor.     The 
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circular  edgestone  was  furnished  by  the  city  on  the  Une  of  the 
work.     All  other  materials  were  furnished  by  the  contractor. 

Washington  street  (southerly  side),  from  Tip  Top  street  to  the 
Newton  line,  is  about  1,325  feet  in  length.  The  Paving  Service 
force  set  the  edgestone  and  paved  the  gutters.  A  contract  to 
construct  artificial  stone  sidewalks  in  this  street  was  awarded  to 
Agostino  DeStefano  November  24,  1915.  No  work  has  been 
done  under  this  contract  as  yet. 

West  Broadway,  from  Dorchester  avenue  to  Dorchester  street, 
is  about  4,095  feet  in  length*  A  contract  to  furnish  and  lay 
artificial  stone  sidewalks,  under  a  five  (5)  year  maintenance 
guaranty,  was  awarded  to  Thomas  J.  Hind  Corporation  June  25, 
1915.  The  contractor  reset  part  of  the  edgestone  and  repaved 
part  of  the  gutters.  The  straight  edgestone  and  granite  paving 
blocks  were  furnished  by  the  city  and  hauled  by  the  contractor. 
The  city  furnished  the  circular  edgestone  on  the  line  of  the 
work.  The  contractor  furnished  all  material  necessary  to 
construct  the  artificial  stone  sidewalks.

These  included  steps, 
portions  of  buildings  encroaching  on  sidewalks  and 
defective  bulkheads,  areas,  etc. 

Thirty-four  thousand  eight  hundred  twenty-three 
notices  were  sent  to  district  foremen,  contractors,  public 
service  corporations  and  others  to  make  repairs  in  the 
streets  where  defects  existed  on  account  of  work  for 
which  they  were  responsible.

Calf  Pasture  Pumping  Station. 

The  plant  contains  the  following  sewage  pumping 
units : 

One  vertical  beam  and  fly-wheel  triple  expansion 
engine  of  the  Leavitt  type;  cylinders,  18|  inches,  33 
inches  and  52f  inches  in  diameter;  two  single-acting 
pump  plungers,  each  60  inches  in  diameter  and  120-inch 
stroke;  capacity,  72,000,000  gallons  in  twenty-four  hours 
with  40-foot  lift. 

Two  vertical  beam  and  fly-wheel  compound  engines 
of  the  Leavitt  type;  cylinders,  25^  inches  and  52  inches 
in  diameter;  two  single-acting  plungers,  each  48  inches 
in  diameter  and  108-inch  stroke;  capacity  of  each  engine, 
35,000,000  gallons  in  twenty-four  hours  with  40-foot  lift. 

Two  steam  turbine-driven  centrifugal  pumps,  DeLaval 
type;  capacity,  56,000,000  gallons  each  in  twenty-four 
hours  with  40-foot  lift. 

The  following  are  the  principal  additions,  alterations 
and  repairs  made  during  the  past  year  at  the  Calf  Pasture 
pumping  station: 

At  the  gatehouse  new  rods  were  placed  in  the  front 
cages,  north  and  south  sides,  and  new  recording  gauge 
was  installed ;  roof  was  repaired  and  new  ventilators  and 
conductors  put  on. 

In  the  main  building  slate  on  roof  was  replaced  twice. 

New  sleeves  were  put  on  impeller  shafts  of  each 
turbine. 

New  springs  and  packing  overhauled  on  No.  3  and  No. 
4  engines.     A  new  H.  P.  link  was  placed  on  No.  3  engine. 

Repairs  made  to  jacket  steam  line.  No.  5  engine,  new 
throttle  stem,  twenty-seven  broken  studs  drilled  out  of 
valve  frame  (delivery  chamber)  and  new  ones  put  in;  a 
broken  cap  bolt  on  beam  bearing  was  replaced. 

Recording  gauge  was  installed  in  engineer's  office. 

Main  steam  line  was  covered. 

Boiler  room:  Small  repairs,  calking  and  rolling  tube 
ends  of  boilers  were  made. 
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Bare  pipes,  heater  and  boiler  tops  were  covered. 
Cross-over  pipe  put  in,  finishing  contract.  No.  1  and 
No.  2  wells  were  cleaned  out  during  the  year. 

New  10-inch  gates  in  suction  and  8-inch  gates  in  dis- 
charge were  placed  in  salt  water  pumps. 

A  new  lower  drum,  chain  and  scrapers  were  placed  in 
north  deposit  sewer  and  removed  worn  scraper  chain  in 
south  sewer. 

The  guard  railing  and  coal  run  was  repaired.

Lowry  hydrants  are  set  on  the  main  pipe  —  the  barrel  comes  to  within  five  inches  of  the 
road  surface,  enclosed  in  a  box  whose  frame  and  cover  are  flush  with  road  siirface.  To  use 
this  style  of  hydrant  a  chuck  having  either  one  2J-inch  outlet  or  two  2J-inch  outlets  and 
one  4i-inch  outlet,  each  controlled  by  an  independent  valve,  is  connected  to  Lowry  hydrant 
barrel. 

Boston  Lowry  hydrants  are  set  in  the  sidewalk;  in  all  other  respects  they  are  similar  to 
the  Lowry  hydrants. 

Boston  Post  hydrants  are  designed  and  made  in  the  Water  Service  Machine  Shop,  are 
set  in  the  sidewalk  and  have  two  45-inch  and  one  2J-inch  outlets  controlled  by  independent 
valves  in  addition  to  a  main  valve. 

Ordinary  post  hydrants  are  set  in  the  sidewalk  and  have  one  4i-inch  and  two  2|-inch 
outlets  without  independent  valves,  the  only  valve  in  hydrant  being  the  main  valve. 

Boston  hydrants  are  the  original  hydrants  used  in  Boston  and  consist  of  a  2i-inch  pipe 
coming  to  within  five  inches  of  street  surface  controlled  by  a  valve.  The  number  now  in 
service  are  located  in  alleys,  etc.,  and  are  used  only  for  blow-off  purposes. 

Chapman,  Coffin,  Ludlow  and  Matthews  post  hydrants  are  commercial  hydrants  set  in 
Hyde  Park  and  acquired  by  the  Water  Service  in  the  annexation  of  the  town  of  Hyde 
Park  to  Boston.

to  Harrison  avenue,  and  Lincoln  street  to  Atlantic

The  old  salt  water  hne  installed  in  1898,  extended  from 
Central  Wharf  up  Central  street,  through  Post  Office 
square  and  down  Congress  street  nearly  to  the  channel, 
has  been  connected  with  the  new  mains  at  Atlantic 
avenue,  and  new  hydrants  (eleven  in  number),  with  new 
8-inch  connections,  have  replaced  those  originally 
installed  on  the  salt  water  line.

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The  total  of  6|  miles  of  mains  are  connected  with 
176  hydrants,  less  than  60  of  which  are  available  for  fire- 
boat  emergency  use  on  account  of  known  excessive 
leakage  conditions  in  the  mains  or  entire  absence  of 
tests  for  leakage  in  some  sections.  There  is  a  total  of 
over  7,500  hneal  feet  of  mains  showing  either  no  test 
or  excessive  leakage,  of  which  over  4,000  lineal  feet  is 
in  streets  which  have  been  permanently  repaved. 

Sites  for  a  pumping  station  for  a  total  capacity  of 
24,000  gallons  capacity  per  minute  at  300  pounds 
deliverj^  pressure  have  been  recently  sought  in  the  Fort 
Point  Channel  in  two  locations,  which  w^ere  finallj'' 
rejected  by  the  United  States  War  Department.  A 
site  in  the  Charles  River  Basin  off  the  Charlesbank, 
about  opposite  Fruit  street,  has  lately  been  suggested 
and  recommended  for  initial  action  by  the  Legislature. 
A  contract  for  six  3,000-gallon  pumps,  each  with  a 
double  motor  direct  connection  and  complete  equip- 
ment for  the  station,  had  been  entered  into  with  the 
Westinghouse  Electric  Company  on  January  30,  1914, 
which  was  to  be  installed  in  the  site  under  Charles  street, 
between  the  Common  and  Pubhc  Garden,  which  was 
later  abandoned,  and  the  Westinghouse  Company  were 
notified  on  June  12,  1914,  to  stop  w^ork  on  the  equipment 
until  further  notice.

REPORT   OF   THE   BOSTON  AND   CAMBRIDGE 
BRIDGE  COMMISSION. 


Boston,  February  1,  19 

Hon.  James  M.  Curley, 

Mayor  of  Boston: 

Sir, —  As  commissioner  for  the  City  of  Boston  I 
respectfully  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the 
Boston  and  Cambridge  Bridge  Commission  for  the 
year  ending  January  31,  1916. 

This  commission  is  composed  of  two  members,  one 
appointed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  the 
other  by  the.  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Cambridge,  under 
provisions  of  chapter  467,  Acts  of  1898. 

The  commission  has  charge  of  the  maintenance  of  the 
following-named  bridges  connecting  Boston  and  Cam- 
bridge: Anderson,  BrookUne  Street,  Cambridge,  Har- 
vard, Prison  Point,  River  Street  and  Western  Avenue  to 
Cambridge. 

As  there  is  no  separate  appropriation  made  for  the 
City  of  Boston's  portion  of  the  expenses  of  this  com- 
mission, same  is  taken  from  the  appropriation  for  the 
Bridge  and  Ferry  Division,  Bridge  Service.  The  amount 
expended  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  January  31,  1916, 
was  $17,765.64. 

Besides  the  usual  necessary  patching  and  small 
repairs  required  on  these  bridges  during  the  year  the 
following  work  was  done: 

Harvard  Bridge, 
The  usual  renewal  of  the  sm-face  planking  of  the  draw 
has  been  done  from  time  to  time  during  the  year.  It  has 
been  necessary  to  make  numerous  repairs  on  the  fences 
which  have  been  damaged  by  automobiles.  If  possible 
some  measures  should  be  taken  to  put  a  stop  to  the  speed- 
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ing  and  reckless  driving  of  automobiles  over  this  bridge. 
Several  accidents  have  occurred  during  the  past  year 
from  this  cause. 

The  draw  piers  on  both  sides  of  this  bridge  are  in  a 
dangerous  condition,  and  should  have  attention  as  soon 
as  possible. 

Brookline  Street  Bridge. 

Considerable  sidewalk  repairing  has  been  done  on  this 
bridge  during  the  past  year.  The  street  car  portion  of 
the  bridge  will  require  considerable  attention  during  the 
coming  year.  The  roadway  of  the  bridge  was  paved 
with  wood  block  in  1914  and  is  now  in  good  condition. 

Prison  Point  Bridge. 

The  roadway  has  been  sheathed  twice  during  the  past 
year  and  will  require  similar  attention  during  the  coming 
year. 

The  deck  of  the  bridge  is  in  a  dangerous  condition,  and 
should  be  renewed  during  the  coming  year  as  the  traffic 
over  the  bridge  is  very  heavy. 

Considerable  repairing  has  been  done  on  the  draw 
machinery,  and  the  drawtenders'  house  has  been 
painted. 

I  would  recommend  that  an  iron  fence  be  erected  on 
the  draw  in  place  of  the  present  board  fence,  which 
hinders  the  proper  working  of  the  draw  on  account  of 
the  resistance  it  offers  during  a  high  wind.  This  fence 
acts  as  a  sail,  and  puts  an  excessive  load  on  the  draw 
machinery  when  the  draw  is  opened  during  a  strong 
wind. 

Cambridge  Bridge. 

During  the  past  year  the  entire  bridge  has  received 
a  much  needed  cleaning  and  painting  at  a  total  cost  of 
approximately  $12,000,  one  half  of  which  amount  is 
paid  by  the  city  of  Cambridge. 

This  was  paid  from  a  special  appropriation,  and  does 
not  appear  in  the  detailed  statement  of  expenditures 
annexed. 

It  is  shown  in  the  table  of  expenditures  from  special 
appropriations  in  charge  of  the  Bridge  Service,  Bridge 
and  Ferry  Division,  under  "Special  Appropriations, 
Cambridge  Bridge,  Painting  and  Repairing." 

Some  of  the  granite  roadway  paving  was  taken  up 
and  relaid  on  account  of  the  settling  at  the  expansion 
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joints.  The  bridge  is  now  in  good  condition,  with  the 
exception  of  a  few  of  the  lamp-posts  which  require 
more  or  less  attention  every  year. 

River  Street  Bridge. 
During    the    year    this    bridge    has    been    entirely 
resheathed.     The  underdeck  of  the  draw  will  have  to 
be  renewed  during  the  coming  year  and  the  usual  renewal 
of  the  surface  planking  will  have  to  be  done. 

Western  Avenue  Bridge. 

The  upstream  pier  has  been  rebuilt  and  is  now  in 
fairly  good  condition.  The  downstream  pier  will  need 
extensive  repairs  during  the  coming  year. 

The  roadway  has  been  sheathed  once  this  year  and 
will  require  another  renewing  next  year. 

The  new  Anderson  Bridge,  replacing  the  old  Stadium 
Bridge,  was  completed  and  turned  over  to  this  com- 
mission during  the  past  year.  It  is  a  beautiful  structure, 
and  a  decided  addition  to  the  district  which  it  serves. 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  to  the  Cambridge 
member  of  this  commission,  Mr.  Francis  J.  Smith,  my 
appreciation  of  his  cooperation  and  assistance  in  con- 
ducting the  business  of  the  commission. 

Tables  are  annexed  showing  the  distribution  of  the 
expenditures  of  the  commission,  also  a  statement  of  the 
draw  openings  during  the  year.
